GO MARTIN GO! 


Martin Foran, a prisoner jailed for petty rob- 
bery and kept in and beaten because of his prison 
activism, has escaped from his cell in England. 
Foran suffered severe health problems since 
hungerstriking against his first wrongful imprison- 
ment in 1978. Jailed again in 1984, his health 
further deteriorated. Some of his health problems 
are due to the beatings he received by guards after 
a roof-top protest. Medical help was denied until 
Foran took a screw hostage, where he was finally 
given a colostomy, which was botched. Later he 
developed heart trouble and cancer of the eye. 
Not receiving proper treatment in jail, Foran was 
finally granted a two-day “humanitarian” parole to 
visita hospital. He never returned. His wife and 
kids are with him. Keep on moving, Martin, and the 
best of luck to you.

Earlier this year the racist, nationalist, old- 
boy Fatherlands Party of Norway held their official 
founding meeting in the town of Bergen. Their 
nefarious, racist plans were foiled by a boisterous, 
joyful group of about 100 anti-racists who showed 
up at the meeting. Suddenly forming a majority in 
the hall, the anti-racists made full use of their 
newfound power in the assembly by electing a 
new steering committe. The new committee im- 
mediately decided thata series of anti-racist songs 
should be sung. Afterwards, an anti-racist action 
program was decided upon and the party’s name 


-was changed to the National Betrayers Party. The 


old boy racist pigs called the cops, but of course 

they couldn't do anything, it being a legal assem- 

bly.

supermarkets Don’t Burn by Themselves. . 


The Revolutionary Cells of Germany burned 
out a “Kaisers” supermarket in Berlin and a super- 
market under construction in Ravensbrueck last 
summer, causing $750,000 in damage. The at- 
tack was in response to the federal government's 
plans to construct a supermarket complex on top 
of the lands of a former women's concentration 
camp at Ravensbrueck, where 90,000 women 
and children were tortured and murdered by the 
Nazis. 

The supermarket complex was planned to in- 
corporate the infrastructure of the former concen- 
tration camp, such as the streets. The bombings 


resulted in the management of Kaisers announc- ~ 


ing a halt in construction. Whether the halt is 
permanent is unknown at the present time. 


STILL CAN’T PAY, STILL WON’T PAY 


That's all we're gonna fuckin’ say! 
On October 19, 2000 anti-poll tax demon- 
strators marched through London in supportofthe 
movement's demand for amnesty for all nonpay- 
ers and poll tax prisoners. The demonstration 


began witha women’s picket at Holloway prison to 


show solidarity with imprisoned women poll tax 
resisters, then the mass march began in London, 
heading to Trafalgar Square, site of the infamous 
100,000-strong Poll Tax Riot in March 1990. The 
march arrived at Trafalgar Square without incident 
or arrest, and several poll tax prisoners gave 
speeches despite the electricity for the PAsystem 
being mysteriously cut off. 

Nonpayment of the poll tax has increased 
since the government announced the death of the 
much-hated tax by 1993. According to a govern- 
ment report, one-third of Britons have not paid 
their 1991-92 poll tax by the end of June. In the 
Lambeth area of London, 78% of the residents 
haven't paid, while a whopping 94% of Three 
Rivers in Hertfordshire have yet to fork over one 
red pence. Anti-poll tax groups are demanding 
that not only must nonpayment continue as long 
as the poll tax is in effect, but that all poll tax debts 
must be written off. Making the tax uncollectable 
through massive nonpaymentis seen as the best 
way to accomplish this. Good work, people!

More than a year after the Mohawk Nation at 
Kanesatake and Kahnawate physically defended 
their traditionallands from encroaching golfcourse 
development, cops, and the Canadian army, the 
trials for the Mohawk defenders are beginning. 
The remaining 44 Mohawks who have yet to be 
tried will go to court in February. Charges range 
from mischief to rioting to weapons possession to 
assault to destruction of property. Unfortunately, 
the Mohawk defendents are in desperate need of 
funds for their defense. The Mohawks were 
unable to obtain free legal service due to the large 
number of defendents, and they cannot meet their 
legal costs alone.

People's and Tompkins Square Park were not the only parks which got closed last summer. 
In the morning hours of July 23rd, 1500 riot cops with water cannons evicted the Flora Park. 


FLORA PARK 
EVICTION 


The Flora is located in the “Schanzenviertel” 
an area in the center of Hamburg, Germany, 
where many poor people live. The Flora has a 
long history: From a theatre, to a boxing arena, to 
a cinema, to a warehouse. In 1989, a rich inves- 
tor wanted to build a whole new commercial thea- 
ter on the ground for the musical “Phantom of the 
Opera” but had to give up his plans because of 
massive protests by inhabitants in the area. 

When his workers were gone, the whole 
building was nearly torn down already. Just the 
entrance hall survived, butittoo was in ruin, Itwas 
soon squatted even so, to turn it into a self-man-. 
aged alternative community center. Today, two” 





years later, still there are many things which need 


to be fixed in the building but it's full of life. It has 
a cafe with a vegetarian soup kitchen, silk screen 
facilities, a food coop, motorcycle: workshop, prac- 
tice rooms for bands, and lots of space for meet- 
ings, gigs, theatre, exhibitions, etc. 

Until April '91 the back of the building looked 
the same as in November '91 when itgot squatted 
— like a bomb crater full of trash. 

Because the area lacks green places for the 
inhabitants, the squatters and many other people 
started to turn the construction site into a park. It 
took a lot of work but the results were worth it. All 
kinds of people went into the park each day to 
relax, communicate, etc. It was very much ac- 
cepted by the people of Schanzenviertel. 

The city council of course didn't like to see 
such events. They create an image in people's 
minds of squatters and autonome as black- 
dressed, destructive, child-eating monsters, which 
they don't want changed. But how to destroy the 
park without risking a massive solidarity wave with 
the Flora people? They found a way. They 
announced, “Because Hamburg needs social flats 
for poor people the city wants to build 42 apart- 
ments in the back of the Flora building.” No one 
can deny thatcheap living space is urgently needed 
here, but there are already many empty houses 
which people could move into if the city council 
agreed. But they don’t do anything aboutit and let 
investors fill their pockets who speculate with 
these buildings. There are also many other empty 
grounds in the area where social flats could be 
built as well, if the city council agreed, but they sell 
these places to companies like Mercedes for sell- 
ing cars. 

Unfortunately, the city council plan worked 
out. Most people of the Schanzenviertel said “We 
need a park here but social flats are more urgent.” 
So we lost a big important part of support for Flora. 
Several meetings took place on how to react on 
the day the bulldozers arrived. We agreed to meet 
inside the park and close the Flora building, be- 
cause if people ran inside the Flora building during 
a fight, it could be evicted as well. The city also 
wants to get rid of the building so this could be the. 
excuse they need. 

In the morning of July 23 at 4:00 AM about 
500 people showed up to supportthe Flora. Some 
people saton the rooftops to watch the streets and 
pass news to the people in the park thru mega- 
phones. 

When the first blue lights flashed in the dark 
some people built barricades on the street next to 
the park and attacked the cops with bottles and 
flares but were forced to retreat because of the 
water cannons the cops used. The same event 
took place around the comer because the cops 
came from two directions. 

It took the cops about an hour before the 
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with their clubs. They sumounded us and left a 
little gap open.

troops were ready to enterthe park. They knocked 
their truncheons on their shields as they ap- 
proached. When they were close enough they 
started to push us to the gate of the park. We 
pushed back and the cops started to beat people © 


closed by a special riot police unit called SEK who 
look like robots and carry extra large sticks. They 
stormed into the crowd and hit everybody they 
could reach. The police chief had to tell the SEK 
to stop beating people through his megaphone. 

When the people got pushed out of the park 
a part of the crowd attacked the police trucks 
which were parked on the street in front of the 
Flora. Also some civil cops, who arrested a 
person, were attacked. They pointed their guns 
on the people who wanted to free their prisoner, 
but everybody was full of hatred of them and paid 
no attention to their weapons. So the cape had to 
flee without the guy. 

Altogether 12 demonstrators Sad six cops 
were injured that morning. Directly after we were 
kicked out of the park the bulldozers arrived and 
turned the park back into a bomb crater... In the 
afternoon 1500 people made a march to protest 
the closing of the park. A huge fence was built 
around the back of the Flora and special national 
police arrived to protect the construction site. 

In the night 300 people came to the Flora and 
occupied the street in front of the building. Many 
threw all kinds of stuff on the cops; bags of liquid, 
flour, rotten vegetables, cans and bottles. The 
cops just stood there and tried to keep their 
uniforms clean with their shields—without suc- 
cess. After a while they looked like living garbage 
piles. Local cops appeared and expelled the 
people from the street, but after a half an hour they 
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‘came back and the party continued. This hap- 


pened every night for a whole week. 
But not only was the park full of troops, the 


‘whole area has been infected with them. One 


street next to the Flora was blocked and only 


holiday. TS people. theresg ot sick, of. 
“Troops Out" posters were printed 


walls and stores and restaurants put “No Entrance 
for Cops” signs in the windows. The newspaper 
wrote “Autonome force shops owners not to serve 
police officers in the Schanzenviertel, they act like 
Nazis in the Third Reich.” The shops organized a 
press conference and told the reporters that no- 
body forced them because it was the cops who 
were a threat to the people in the area, not the 
Flora. Of course the newspapers didn’t write that. 

Many different actions took place on the days 
following the eviction, but the park is lost. Now the 
buildings are now accomplished. They are the 
most expensive social flats ever built because of 
the cost of the protection. 

Two Flora activists Knud and Ralf were im- 
prisoned and are still awaiting their court date. 
They are accused of, “Causing danger to the rail- 
road traffic and attempted murder” because two - 
civil cops say they saw them putting stones on a 
railroad track to derail a train. The train didn't 
derail and the train company even said, “it's not 
possible to derail one of our trains with astone,” so 
it's just another way for the government to crimi- 
nalize our resistance, coming up with the silliest 
ideas to put us down. Besides Knud and Ralf 
would never do such a stupid thing which could 
hurt innocent people. Every weekend solidarity 
meetings take place in front of the prison. We 
hope to see both guys in the Flora cafe again, 
soon. 


OREGONIANS TELL BUSH, REPUBLICANS 
AND THE PIGS EXACTLY WHAT TO DO: 


President Bush's carefully orchestrated ap- 
pearance at a fundraiser for fellow Republican 
Bob Packwood (Senator, Oregon) was met with a 
lively, defiant demonstration in Portland on Sep- 
tember 18, resulting in 30 arrests by cops de- 
scribed even by the capitalist press as “a some- 
times-zealous army of police officers.” 

The president, who spent less than an hour 
at the reception and breakfast, sped away on his 
Air Force One jet and missed the real reception 
waiting for him outside the Convention Center, 
where 1000 demonstrators eagerly jeered Bush 
and the rich scum who paid a minimum $250-a- 
plate for breakfast to hear him and Packwood 
speak. The protestors' favorite chants to the 
people entering and leaving the Center were “I 
hope you choke on your toast,” and “Die, die, die!” 
The protest continued for two hours after 
Bush's hasty exit until 











Demonstrators responded by taunting the cops, 
yelling “Bad cops, no doughnuts” and our favorite, 
the irrepressible “Die, die, die!" Protestors then 
began throwing eggs and horseshit from the po- 
lice horses at the cops, who responded by indis- 
criminately spraying mace and striking with their 
clubs anyone who got too close. 

After a half hour, the cops finally left. The 
enterprising protestors then confiscated the port- 
able barricades used to keep them from the con- 
vention center and put them in the street, halting 
traffic. The protestors set up a “checkpoint,” 
letting one vehicle through at a time as traffic 
backed up beyond sighton the busy thoroughfare. 
Police came back twenty minutes later and dis- 
persed the festive event:

ANARCHIST ORGANIZATIONS: 

The libertarian movement is very divided. 
Since the 1950's there have been a number of 
splits and divisions. The national organizations 
are: 

Federation Anarchist (FA) represents the 
orthodox movement. Itis the oldest organization. 
The FA publishes aweekly review (10,000 copies) 
Le Monde Libertaire, has a radio in Paris and a 
theater. But the FA is not very dynamic and has 
lost more and more militants (now less than 300). 
The FA group makes a lot of propaganda but are 
not very active in the social movement. 

Union de Anarchistes (UA) It's a small or- 
ganization (60 militants) with a traditional concep- 
tion of anarchism. The militants are often old and 
there's few youth involved. They are active in 
syndicalism and anti-militarism. 

Union des Travailleurs Communistes Lib- 
ertalres (UTCL) is a fraction of an anarchist move- 
ment near Trotskyism (with about 60 militants). 
They want an organization whichis well organized 
and homogeneous, They work overall in reformist 
unions and have very bad relations with the CNT. 
They have important places in reformist unions (in 
CFDT). This organization is very isolated from

Reflex is an anarchist collective based upon 
autonomous struggles (anti-fascist, squats, sepa- 
ratist...) but they are not numerous.

Another libertarian collective, Solidarité 
Amérique Latine, is highly specialized and want 
to help the revolutionary movement of Latin 
America. they publish an overview of the struggles 
of these countries in a bi-monthly review. 

A lot of people think the anarchist movement 
is too weak and splintered. Some youth created 
the Movement Anarchiste International (MA!) 
which attempts to coordinate and unify the anar- 
chist ranks. MAI thinks division is not the solution 
and this organization wants to start the unification 
of the libertarian movementand create areal revo- 
lutionary strategy. MAI want to improve the effi- 
ciency and relation between anarchists. MAI has 
created a press agency and publish a review 
about the struggles all over the world. MAI is not 
a militant organization but a kind of an anarchist 
lobby. MAI would like to create a review of 
information in each country in order to exchange 
information about struggles and to improve the 
solidarity and the efficiency of the international 
movement.

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A New Punk Manifesto 


Punk has done important things in its short his- 
tory. (It's done some really stupid things, too, but that's for 
someone else to chronicle.) Out of the waste heap of middle 
class values and shopping mall ethetics, we've built a culture 
that has allowed us to survive the postindustrial world while at 
thesame time salvaging some 
semblance of our independ- 
ence, freedom, creativity, and Con 
human integrity. As important 
as this is, it is now time for 
punk to enter a new phase. 
Punk has allowed thousands 
of youths to survive in this rat 
heap of a world through its 
music, zines, and communi- 
ties; now its time to change- 
the rat heap itself. 

For the most part, punks, have historically been 
interested in shocking society. In North America, at least, 
punks political practice has been to reject the middle class 
values shoved down our throat. Being a largely white, middle 
class youth movement (again, at least in North America), 
punk's relations with the outside world have been concen- 
trated on shocking and rejecting that world, from the most 
political Crass punk to the drunkest Sore Throat punk to the 
sincerest Minor Threat punk to the most idiotic Exploited mall 
punk. Aboiltithe only punk subgroup | would exclude from this 
generalization would be the wave of upper middle class 
straightedge and pop punk fans, although there are significant 
numbers of people in these groups who also spend most of 
their politieal activity (where “political” is defined as one’s 
relations with the social world) rejecting the morals and values 






_of white bread America. 


This rejection of our roots, our middle class 
backgrounds, is important, for (theoretically, at least) we are 
the inheritors of the white supremacist, patriarchal, capitalist 
world order. A prime position as defenders of the capital of the 
ruling class and the overseers of the underclass has been set 
aside for us by our parents, our upbringing, our culture, our 
history, and yet we have the moral gumption to reject it As 
punks we reject our inherited race and class positions be- 
cause we know they are bullshit. We want no part in oppress- 
ing others and we certainly want no part of Suburbia, our 
promised land. 

However, as important as it is for us to reject our 
somewhat privileged backgrounds, it is also not enough. Our 
goal needs to be not to merely reject society, but to recreate 
it as well. Punk’s effectiveness up to now has primarily been 
negative in the sense that its primary political acitivity has 
been to criticize and reject America and everything it stands 
for. Now itis time to take positive action. We need to turn our 
anger and disgust with middle class America and creatively 
channel it into mass-based political action. 

To say that punks effectiveness has been en- 
tirely negative and reaction-oriented would be dead wrong, 
and | don’t mean to demean the accomplishments of punk by 
any means. To see the positive influences of punk, we need 
to look beyond the average mosher atan AGNOSTIC FRONT 
gig and examine the smaller, more active community of punks 
who do zines, write mail, run independent labels and distribu- 
tion services, organize gigs and/or demos, etc. The people in 
these communities do an enormous amountof very vital work, 
work that keeps us from going insane within this fucked up 
Amerikan society. That work needs to continue. 

The positive political activities of punk primarily 
fall in two categories. One is our work in developing the punk 
community. This kind of activity includes writing fanzines, put- 
ting out records, setting up gigs, having picnics, distributing 
punk materials, writing mail, traveling, and simply hanging out 
with our good punk friends. The second kind of positive punk 
political activity is the focus on changing our individual selves. 
This includes vegetarianism / veganism, emphasizing recy- 


. cling, exploring racism, sexism, and homophobia in our punk 


communities and within ourselves, etc. As I've said, these 
activities need to continue. They are absolutely necessary in 
creating change, and in making change fun. After all, without 
punk, what would the disaffected middie class youth of 
Amerika have to listen to, the goddamn GRATEFUL DEAD? 
The GHILI PEPPERS? Yeesh. 

However, We need to add a third element in our 
goal to make positive change: organizing with other revolu- 
tionary elements in our society. In case you didn't know, punk 
is and needs to be revolutionary. The fact that it doesn’t seem 
So indicates not that punk is liberal or reactionary but that we 
as punx have been selling ourselves short in realizing the 
potential of punk and our potential to thoroughly fuck up this 
society. Punk is one of the very few middle class youth 
cultures in North America that actually rejects middle class 
values. This puts us punks in a unique position, and we need 
to use this position as rejectors of the inheritance to our 
advantage and to the advantage of oppressed peoples by 
working with them: women, blacks, Native Americans, home- 
less, queers, i.e. the underprivileged. We've abandoned our 
middle class backgrounds, now it's time for us to unequivo- 
cally side with the oppressed. 

- Punk rejects America completely. Punk de- 
mands something new. Punk is and needs to be revolution- 
ary, and if you don’t agree, maybe it's time for you to turn in 
your 7” collection for a Columbia House CD Club member- 
ship. Just don’t be surprised when we bulldoze through yong 
fucking house someday. 

Punks do an excellent job, for the most part, in 
developing our own community. It’s time to take that experi- 
ence into the larger community and infuse our spirit and 
creativity with mass-based revolutionary potential. We need 
to help organize and work towards a mass movement, one 
that's set on destroying America as it stands and empowering 
the dispossessed. We need a revolution and it’s time for punk 
to be a part of it! 

Further, we need to be more than superficial. We 
need more than another zine. We need to organize and get 
established in our local communities. We need to offer our 
collective strengths to the struggles of oppressed people,

which, after all, are our own. I’m talking about expanding our ` 


present facilities, I'm talking about developing new ones. We 
need to continue to put out zines, but we need to get them out 
beyond the punk community, even if that means giving them 
away.

Not every city has an 
Epicenter, to be sure. It’s time to work with the rest of the 
underprivileged people in our communities and build them. 
We need other new resources. We need out- 
reach: punk soup kitchens, community groups, free stores, 
etc. We need to let people know that we are on the side of 
people, not privilege. The fascists are organizing in our 
communities; we need to beat them at their own game. Why 
do you think the KKK and the racist populist movement enjoys 
such success in poor farming and lower middle class commu- 
nities? Because they actually go into those communities and 
work with the people there and help them in their struggles 
with the rich and powerful who are trying to destroy their lives 
(e.g. by helping farmers keep their land from the banks, etc.). 
We need to do the same thing, butwe need to offer anti-fascist 
alternativas to the people who need help in empowering 


themselves. This will take a mass, broad-based movement, 


and punks need to take an active part in that. 


The fascists are organizing in our communities; — 


we're not. Time to change. Make no mistake, war is coming 
to Amerika. It's overdue. Look at the economy, look at the 
deteriorating condition of our cities, look at whatever you 
want. The New World Order of Bush and his lackeys is 
heralding in a new age, and it's not going to be pretty. The 
New Right want a piece of you, the racist Right wants a piece 
of you, the upper class want to keep their piece of you. Are you 
going to let them? War is coming to Amerika, and it’s time to 
prepare, punx. We need to fight if we are to survive, and being 
punx, we undoubtably can figure out a way to have a good 
time doing it. 

Getting involved in the community does notmean 
we have to sacrifice our identities. We don't have to “grow up,” 
look nice, act polite, or refrain from drunken binges to be revo- 
lutionary or to work with non-punks. We're punks and we will 


change the world as punks. We need to heip out those who

The obvious lack 
of gigs is not because there are no bands but the lack 
of areliable venue. There’s been numerous articles on 
this subject in previous issues but the need for alterna- 
tive space is even more urgent than ever now. 

There are several venues which have done 
punk and hardcore gigs in 1991 but for one reason or 
another they have not proven effective. The bigger cor- 


porate clubs have all proven that they're greedy, fucked- 


up bastards who rip-off bands, promoters and fans. 
First Avenue is the most notorious but just about all the 
other clubs are the same way because they exist only 
to make money and have no concept of our culture nor 
feel any regret when they fuck someone over. 

Some bands, especially out of town bands, 
have resorted to playing gigs at bars, like the Uptown. 


Now | can’t complain about a gig with a $1 or $2 cover 


price (if any) but if you want to drink you're looking at 
blowing your life savings in one night! Besides the fact 
that bars totally rip off their patrons, they obviously dis- 
criminate against younger people. Although | realize 
this isn't their fault, they aren't a viable alternative for 
having gigs on a regular basis when your friends and 
room mates can't even get in! 

There are several “alternative” places for 
gigs in the Twin Cities but the only one that's been 
receptive to punk gigs has been Motor Oil Coffee Shop 
{Speed Boat Gallery in St. Paul. Then, even here, there 
are problems like being so far away from the beaten 
path thatit's hard for people without cars to get to and 
not being consistant with promotion or booking. There

1. One thing which has disturbed me for quite some time 
is the tendency towards liberal, reformist, “progressive” 
mainstream left attitudes in the punk movement. | would 
have to say that MaximumRockNRoll champions this 
political view most of the time as do some other zines and 
bands. What have to say is not an attack aimed at MAR 
or any specific group, but a general critique of reformist 
versus revolutionary anarchist politics in general. 

Basically what it boils down to is this - the re- 
formist is a statis. The reformist does not have enough 
faith in the individual and the community to manage their 
own affairs and therefore uses the coercive power of the 
state in order to enforce “progressive” social measures. 
The revolutionary anarchist seeks to destroy authority and 
replace it with freedom and local self reliance. | think it is 
highly flawed to count on the government to enact social 
reform towards a more just society since any statist soci- 
ety is going to be based on class divisions and inequality. 
Instead, reformist politics act as a safety valve for those 
concerned with the symptoms of capitalism and statism 
such as poverty and inequality, rather than attacking the 
system which is their cause. It only serves the interest of 
the ruling class and the state to have thousands of intelli- 
gent and concerned individuals devoting their efforts to 
token reforms which will in no way affect the reigning 
power structure. 

Aside from this, what really peeves me is the 
naive belief that the government is a benevolent tool which 
can be picked up and used for “progressive” social engi- 
neering schemes. The state exists as a means to enforce 
the will of the ruling elite on the ruled. Itis by its very nature 
corrupt and will only enact reforms which will benefit the 
ruling elite and stunt the fevoubtoraly impulse of the 
people. 

| “The don: in American politics 
especially since the New Deal has resulted in a shift in 
American attitudes toward government. In the old view, 

- the state existed to o conduct matters in international ate 

_and defense etc, and.was to be kept as far out te lives OF 


politics have become entrenched in the American political 
landscape and have resulted in the perception of the 
governmentas having the right to intrude into every aspect 
of private and public life for the benefit of the common 
good. This has resulted in the intrusion of the state into 
every sphere of personal life. Since the depression, the 
size and power of the U.S. government has increased 
dramatically without successfully ameliorating any of the 
fundamental economicand political realities which caused 
the depression. 

During the depression, the ruling class real- - 
ized that the social reforms demanded i the people 





are other places like Cedar Cultural Center, but as we discov- 
ered, are not very receptive of punk gigs; as they said, “We are 
a cultural center and we do not put on heavy metal shows.” 
Get real! Seward and Riverside Cafes have been pretty 
willing to do shows but they are not fully set-up for it and 
wouldn't be able to host events on a regular basis. 


The Twin Cities needs an alternative venue if our 
growing punk and hardcore community is going to sustain 
itself. There are far more good bands in the Twin Cities than 
good places to play. Gigs in the THD house or the Profane 
Existence house are cool but are not going to further encour- 
age involvement in the scene and community at large. 

We should take the initiative made example by 
Gilman Street in Berkeley or ABC-No-Rio in New York City 
and build something for ourselves for all to use. We need an 
alternative space run by those who use it. We can doitwithout

The 
working class, regrettably, 
chose to put its faith in the 
government and its re- 
forms rather than take 
revolutionary action. The 
result is the behemoth we 
have today, its influence 
extending into every di- 
mension of our lives. 

What I'm getting at 
is this - by working for the token reforms and social 
engineering schemes enacted by the state, we only stab 
ourselves in the back. The state continues to function for 
the benefit of the ruling class and our energies are safely 
diverted from actions which could challenge the state. Fur- 
thermore, we tacitly accept the legitimacy of the state and 
its authority over us. We allow the extension of its powers 
and erosion of our rights. 

So if you are concerned about a social prob- 
lem, instead of fighting for some inane new law or regula- 
tion, why not examine what kind of grass-roots community 
action can be taken to address the problem. 


2. As we all know, there are dramatic social and political 
changes under way in Eastern Europe and the. former 
U.S.S.R. One disturbing aspect of this is a rise in nation- 
alism and racism. Across the former communist bloc, the 
former communist bureaucracy and ruling elites are still 
essentially in power with only a few reformist politicians in 
elected office. These bureaucrats are rapidly undergoing 
an ideological flip-flop from Stalinist communism to: right 
wing nationalism. 

With the total bankruptcy of Marxist politics 
and the long standing rejection of communist regimes by 
the Eastern European working classes, the only ideologi- 
cal crutch which could prop up the state has been nation- 
alism. This has been universal in the communist word 
since World War Il. Faced with the prospect of overthrow, 
the Eastern European ruling elites simply jumped ship 
from communism to capitalism while sacrificing a few of 
their own to the wrath of the masses (i.e. - Ceauceascu). 

Nationalism remains the glue which binds the 
state to society, a crass lowest common denominator 
appeal which reduces every issue to us vs. them, and 
retains the elite in power. One result of this trend has been 
a rise in racism and anti-semitism in Europe. Racist right- 
wing parties are going all across Europe and are making 
considerable gains in local elections. The youth wing of 
this movement, primarily Nazi-skinheads and “faschos” 
have instituted a reign of terror on the streets which is 
reminiscent of the 1930's nazi street action such as the 
Kristallnacht. Attacks on immigrants and vandalism of 
Jewish synagogues and homes are the blatant street 


manifestation of a widespread tum to the right and em- | 


brace of nationalism across Eastern Europe. Analysts 
predict that this rise of neo-Naziism | in Europe may lead to 
„a resurgence of politics and Naz 'outh groups in 
f VA n he Se Ol David Duk e tc to a national can- = 
didate, 1 could hardly argue with this prediction. ~ 

Closer to home, the Northen Hammer Skin- 
heads, Ku Klux Kian and other white power groups remain 
active in East St. Paul. This racially tense neighborhood 
was the sightofclose to half ofall the hate crimes in St.Paul — 
so far this year. Racism and neo-Nazi groups aren’tunique — 
to areas like East St Paul, but | think it is important for us 
to concentrate some effort on problem areas in order to 
keep such groups from spreading. We have to confront 
racism and fascist politics wherever we find them, but | 
would argue for a heavy focus on communities in peril. It 
is here that the fascists will either win their first victories or 
be crushed like the scum they are.

| realize that many of you may have taken 
offense to my criticisms in the last issue of Profane Ex- 
istence. However, these were not directed at the staff of 
employees as awhole. You must realize that the current 
management policy does not treat all their employees 
fairly—for instance the bands, promoters or other people 
involved with setting up gigs: When a band plays First 
Avenue, unless they are a huge draw with a professional 
management, they are subject to the worst kinds of job- 
related abuses.

Avenue but with the management and bosses in gen- 
eral. if First Avenue is ever to be considered a truly 
alternative, independent club there are going to have to 
be radical changes. Equitable pay and fair door prices 
are just the start. Until then, a little show of solidarity 
should be considered.

Profane Existence: 

Just a short letter about Hyzenthlay's review of 
my zine in PE #11/12. First, to clear up a small error on the 
reviewer's part, the title is not “No Religion” as stated in the 
review, but “No Other Way.” The issue reviewed was #4. The 
“No Religion” bit was just a graphic on the mailing label 
wraparound. 

Now onto the reason I'm writing. | want to 
express my disappointment at the entire tone of the review. 
Although | didn’t expect to recieve the PE Seal of Approval 
(given the Christian orientation of my zine), Iwas hoping to get 
a fair hearing and response—nota vindictive, prejudiced, and 
hateful diatribe. From the comments in her review, | have 
doubts that Hyzenthlay even read the zine— it appears that 
she just gave it a cursory look, saw thatitwas froma Christian 
point of view, assumed that it fit into her preconceptions of 
God and Christianity, and wrote the review based on those 
preconceptions and not on the content of the zine or the 
beliefs presented there. 

Hyzenthlay isn't the first to tell me that Christian- 
ity and anarchism are mutually exclusive, but unfortunately, | 
don't have any other way to describe my position. lam most 
certainly a Christian because | worship and serve the Lord 
Jesus Christ and hold to his teachings (by choice, not by 
compulsion). My political / non-political / anti-political, anti- 
authoritarianism, and anti-Statism plants me firmly within the 
anarchist camp (though I've yet to receive a friendly, open- 
armed, comradely welcome). My anarchism is not something 


that ve added to my faith in order to make Jesus more 
attractive to anarchists. My anarchism flows from my faith in 
Jesus, andis an inherent, integral part of my Christianity. I did 


not seek to become an anarchist— | merely sought to be a 


___ Christian, and found out | was an anarchist in the process. | 
-admit that my so-called “Christian anarchism” is a different 


sort of anarchism— with different motivations, different meth- 
odology and a different way of looking at things. | have never 
presented Christianly-motivated anarchism as being identical 
to other sorts of anarchism. | have always been candid about 
the similarites and the differences (for example, see “Your An- 
archism is Not My Anarchism” in the issue Hyzenthlay re- 
viewed). The beliefs in N.O.W. are not “politically correct” by 
PE standards, but l'm not overly concerned whether you or 
anyone else agrees or not (to coin a phrase, “I don’t care if my 
politics offend you.") But if we disagree, let's deal with the 
issues involved— not in blanket condemnations or name call- 
ing. Ifindividuals are to make informed decisions about what 
to believe or not believe, they should have access to info from 
all points of view. No Other Way provides an alternative 
viewpoint to the myth that atheism is a necessary ingredient 
to an anarchist orientation and to the widespread hostility 
toward God. Hyzenthlay’s review tells the reader little about 
the zine— only thatit’s Christian and she hates it (because it's 
Christian) and she finishes up by giving deceptive impres- 
sions about the contents. A negative review by someone who 
disagrees with my point of view doesn’t bother me (Lord 
knows I've gotten enough of them) but only if such a review is 
approched fairly and is based on the actual content of the zine 
and not on the reviewer's misconceptions and misdirected 
hostiltiy. Hyzenthlay’s review fails on both counts. 

Finally, | would like to address the charge that | 
*..have no understanding of the real history of Christianity.” 
Actually, | do, both the events that Hyzenthlay is referring to 
and agreatdeal more as well. Ifignorance of Christian history 
is to be assumed, then perhaps it should be in the other 
direction; not only concerning such things as the Crusades 
and the Inquisition, but on the original state of Christianity and 
its anarchism. The anarchist characteristics of early Christi- 
anity are no secret, and have been noted by anarchists such 
as Proudhon and Kroprotkin. Kropotkin stated that “In the 


Christian movement in Judea... there was unquestioningly 


much anarchism.” He also noted that “The Anabaptist move- 
ment of the sixteenth century.. also had an anarchist basis.” 
Had he dug a little deeper, he would have found this “stamp 
of anarchism” on many Christian groups throughout history. 
Hyzenthlay should realize that the history of Christianity is not 
necessarily determined by looking at the actions and records 
of the mainstream Catholic and Protestant groups. Such 
groups in large part represent not Christianity, but rather the 
abandonment of Christianity in favor of what I call “Christian- 
ism"— an ideological system using a Christian framework and 
terminology but that has abandoned or reinterpreted the 
central teachings of Christianity in order to justify its leaders 


and self-serving grasp for power. Despite the widespread 


acceptence of the counterfiet as the real thing, there have 
always been those who have remained faithful to the truth of 
the gospel, those who refused to accomodate their faith to the 
desires of the status quo. In many cases they paid for their 
refusal to conform with their lives— often by way of a “Chris- 
tian" sword. Christians who recognize the anarchism of their 





| faith are not taking a new path, but are returning to the true 


expression of Christianity. Perhaps it is time for Hyzenthlay 
(and others) to re-examine what they have been told about 
Christianity... and maybe to re-examine what they beieve 
about anarchism as well. 

Anyway, lm going to close this off. If your 
readers would be interested in finding out more about the 


connection between anarchism and Christianity so they can. 


make their own decision, l'Il send reprints of the relevant 
articles if they provide a stamp. It may be “the WORST kind 
of propaganda to hit the anarchist community,” butthen again, 
it might just be the best. It all depends on your point of view.

Dear Profane Existence; 

| was wondering if you could print this letter. I'm 
Spike of the N.E.A.F. 'm'a 25 year old punk. And the most 
heinous thing happened in Woonsocket, Rhode Island on 
Nov. 14, 1991. Itseems my cousin Howard E. Thompson was 
murdered by two or more people in an alleyway between two 
condemed buildings and thrown from there to an asphalt lot 
about 50 feet below. The police decided to try to write it off as 
a “Homeless person Suicide.” Howard wasn’t homeless or 
suicidal. He was an ex-crackhead, and he was conciderably 
slow because of an eating disorder as an infant. Howard was 
25 and he was easily swayed when people tried to persuade 
him to do things because he had a mental compacity of a nine 


year old child. He had a tendency to freeze when he was 


cornered and he often allowed people to pummel him without 
even trying to defend himself. . 


The.police put in the “local paper” that Howard. 


died ofan accidental or suicide situation, and Howard suppos- 
edly fell or jumped off a roof into an asphallt lot — death was 
caused by multipal traumas to the.head. Does that sound like 
a suicide or a beating to you? 

When Howard kicked drugs, he still owed money 
to a dealer ($180.00). Howard expressed concern to our 
family about this. He also gota death threat from the guy. A 


person reported to the police the day after the murder that she 


Saw two men chasing Howard down that very alley he got 
murdered in. The police ignored her. Ifound blood on the right 
side of the building next to his gum bag. The cops ignored that, 
and he supposedly jumped off the back of the building. 

His body was found face down with both hands in 
frontofhim as ifhewas sleeping. Ifsomeone jumped from that 
height, his hands would be out as if trying to break the fall and 
both of his knees would be broken also. 

The Woonsocket police have a history of 
coverups. Three other homeless suicides have been re- 
ported within weeks of Howard’s murder, and there was a 
murder ten years ago that the police covered-up because it 
was the Leutenit’s son that commited the murder. As lalways 
Said, there are no good cops.

C.T.’s piece was a lot more real than the rest of 
that issue's street-fighting reports combined. | view your fuck- 
shit-up coverage (and that of Love & Rage) basically as 
anarchist pornography. In regular pornography, bodies are 
removed from the context of their lives and presented as 
“sexual.” All sorts of people — kind ones and cruel ones, 
Smart ones and dull ones, sexual and uninterested, exploited 
and willing — have posed for pornographers. But no matter 
who they are or why they’re posing, by meeting certain 
fetishistic stipulations (stipulations that may have nothing to 
do with “sex,” such as nakedness or body position) the image 
is transformed from a photograph of a person (who may be 
bored, or scared, or amused, etc.) toa “sexual” image. It’s the 
same with the streetfighting photos and reports in your 
magazine. There is no context to what is presented: itis 
assumed that no matter what, anybody with a funny haircut 
knocking anybody with a badge is a positive image, a revolu- 
tionary image, an inspirational image. No matter if that funny 
haircut also beats his or her lover, or acted out of despair 
rather than passion, or is a wonderful person, or was just 
passing though town, etc. The humans in the picture are 
reduced to symbols, exactly as pornography. They might be . 


different symbols and have different implications but the 


process of reducing human experience to coded messages is 
the same. The symbols of “protestant” and “cop” are more real

So whats to be done? I'd say first to recognize 
this objectification for what it is. Second, decide-how useful it 
is to your project (and your life) and how in accordance itis with 
your “politics” (again, your life). I've found pleasure in memo- 
rabilia relating to my lovers when they were thousands of 
miles away, and I've found inspiration in photos of scuffles I've 
been in here and there, so | don’t advocate doing away with 
all representations. | would encourage the use of represen- 
tations a little closer to real life than a puppet show of The 
Anarchist vs. The Cop, where the role-mask is the same no 
matter who wears it. Similarly, I'd much rather see “sexual” 
representations of my friends and lovers (and myself) than 
Strangers, and those representations would only be anoccas- 
sional suppiement for the real thing. 

Reliance on representations and roles leads to 
shameful works like page 39. The statement, “The golf course 
is one of the most despicable examples of human (especially 
rich human) domination over nature...” SHOULD be a joke but 
I'm afraid it isn’t. People who shoot other people because they 
play a sport are not the sort of people I'd want to have anything 
to do with at all. And making a joke of the death of a person 
killed by lightning in Carmel is insensitive and removes much 
credibility from your magazine. That was somebody's child, 
maybe somebody's lover, maybe somebody's parent, and if 
it were you or yours | doubt you would-have been so uncaring 
as to print that photo and caption. 

You know, it seems pretty unlikely that your or | 
or, say, Ben Weasel, will ever be reincarnated as someone 
significantly different from us, so we'll know whether we were 
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fair or judgmental, generalizing or respectful. l'm a white man 
and that’s all I'll ever know much about. But there is one 
"class" many of us will make a shift between, and that's “youth 
culture” to “old.” I think a lot of statements made by “youth” will 
look pretty dam embarrassing when those youth wear the 
shoes of “old” people. Thinking 45 is old and that most45 year 
olds are “pretty much assholes” betrays a vary narrow circle 
of friends and experiences on Ben's part, I'd say. Would that 
Statement have gone unquestioned if the group so maligned 
were something other than “old” people, like maybe “white” 
people or “female” people? 

Excessive drinking has killed dead the anarchist 
community in Knoxville, so it touches a sore spot to read 
glorifications of drinking in the Anarchist press. | hope you 
have better luck than we did here.

U of M Students Say No! 


to the “White Student Union”! 
BY CHRIS CRISIS 


Late in September racist Tom David attempted to 
organize a racist “White Student Union” on the University of 
Minnesota campus. He is known to have connections to the 
Ku Klux Klan and neo-nazis in East St. Paul, making him a 
threat not to be ignored. David placed personal ads in the 
Minnesota Daily trying to recruit students into his Neo-Nazi 
union while trying to initially disclaim his racist, nationalist, 
sexist, and homophobic agenda. Anti-Racist Action re- 
sponded by initiating an Anti-Racist coalition on campus to 
oppose David's efforts to organize on the U ofM campus. The 
following is an overview of Anti-Racist activities this past fall. 

Tom David showed us his true colors on September 
25th when his overtly racist, sexist, and anti-immigrant opin- 
ions piece appeared in the Minnesota Daily, espousing his 
empty white supremist/separatist rhetoric, attempting to jus- 
tify his ignorance using immigrants and “minorities” as a 
scrapegoat for various social-economic problems i.e. high 
taxes, the recession, high crime rates and diseases, whichhe 
is obviously using to gain support from working class whites 
who like the rest of us feel the pressure of the weakening 
economy. Hitler did the same thing in Germany back in ‘36’. 
David clearly contradicted his earlier claims of not being a 
racist, ecspecially when he wrote “If it isn't white, waste it,” 
threatening to eventually “Blitzkrieg” the “U" with his racist or- 
ganization. Too close to Hitler for comfort. 

A.R.A. mobilizes at the “U” 

Not wasting any time at getting David off campus Anti- 
Racist Action called for an open meeting on September 27th 
to organize as many of the student cultural unions and 
individual students in a united effort to stop David's recruiting 
efforts. 

From 150 to 200 people of widely diverse backgrounds 
came to voice their concerns and discuss how racism and 
bigotry affected their lives, and to decide what actions would

Joel: Why don't you tell a little bit about yourself first. 
Jonna: Well, | grew up all over the place because my mom 
was ahippie artist. She was poor, real poor, so we lived in this 
big red truck named Betsy with a dog named Beast. | was 
born in Brooklyn, then we moved to living in a tent in upstate 
New York, then we went on the road. We moved to Soho, 
Ohio, on farms, in cities, in the forest. We moved here in the 
middle of fifth grade. That's kind of how I grew up. I’m Jewish 
by heritage, which Is really important to me, to remember my 
culture, but | think the religion is really patriarchal, hierarchi- 
cal, and doesn't really offer much empowering, but the culture 
itself does, because it’s a really great culture of resistance to 
fascism. I'm queer and | came out when | was thirteen as a 
raging lesbian separatist and | hated men and anything that 
had to do with men, and thatled me to being a radical activist. 
Now I'm ina pretty long term heterosexual lovership and that 
is really interesting flaughs]. | like him a lot; it's very hard. 
He's a very good friend, and that's probably why it sometimes 
works, 

Joel: Why don't you explain alittle bit about what ARA is and 


- ~ what it's doing. 
= Jonna: Well, ARA has changed a lot since its first inception. 


What ARA was was a group of young, working class, multi- 
racial skinheads called the Baldies. [They emerged] as a 
response to a group of nazi skinheads called the White 
Knights, who were organizing in Minneapolis. The Baldies 
wanted a more broad-based resistance to the nazis, so they 
created Anti-Racist Action. It didn't turn out to be very broad- 
based, though. It was very internal and very macho, very 


male-dominated. That's how the Baldies were, period. But 


they were very successful in beating out the nazi skinheads, 

which is so incredible, and they were youth and they were 
organizing as youth.. They held press conferences, they did 
alot of propaganda, a lot of education, they did a lot of really 
great things. 


Joel: What's ARÁ now? 


Jonna: ARA nowis still a pretty youth-based organization. 
its much, much broader. Still pretty white but there are a 
couple people of color. It addresses oppressions including 
racism: sexism and homophobia and heterosexism and 
class. What we're trying to do is understand how all these 
oppressions intersect, perpetuate each other, feed off each 
other, and in order to fight racism we need = 

to fight all the oppressions together. ARA 
has avery anarchic way of organizing and 
working within the group. There are queers 
within the group, people from different 
class backgrounds, people who have 
dropped out of high school, people who 
have their bachelor’s degrees and are on 
to their master’s. The level of militancy is 
still pretty high. 

Joel: What's ARA doing right now? 
Jonna: Rightnow ARA is embarking on an 
incredible adventure with a new structure, 
which l'm very hopeful about. We're divid- 
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ANTI-RACIST 


be taken to oppose the “White Student Union.” After acouple 
hours of heated discussion a decision on a name was made, 
thus the spawning of the Coalition Against White Supremacy 
(C.A.W.S). Not shortly after, the first demonstration was 
planned for the following weekon campus. The final stepwas 
organizing, which went underway immediately. 
Students rally against the White Student Union 

The demonstration happened on October Sth in front 
of Northrop Plaza. The security team showed up early to 
discuss tactics and set up the P.A. equipment and banners. 
While we were setting up, Tom David showed up sporting a 
green flak jacket, accompanied by six of his followers. One 
of them was identified as Derrik Schmauker, a known Klans- 
man and organizer of the ultra-fascist Northern Hammer 
Skins. One of them waved a forty-eight starred “American” 
flag. Announcing he'd like to apologize, David passed a flier 
out filled with Nazi sarcasm. Taking a place on the steps in 
attempt to intimidate us, they found themselves face to face 
with vehement opposition to their presence, as the security 
team surrounded them, thus isolating them from the crowd. 
Meanwhile, people started to fill the plaza as the speakers 
started. 500 people turned out to let David know that he and 
his groupies were not welcome at the “U”. Two hours of 
speakers from various student organizations spoke, includ- 
ing Anti-Racist Action, the Young Socialist Alliance, the Uni- 
versity Gay Community, Progressive Stundent Organization, 


and many others as well. The demonstration ended as the ` 


security team surrounded the nazis, causing them to have to 
move. They were escorted off campus as a good number of 
people followed them, shouting, “Racist, Sexist, Anti-Queer; 
Naziscum getout of herell!” All the way David feigned victory 
while escorted by cops for protection. He had clearly lost, and 
he knew it. They were followed all the way to their car to make 
sure they left promptly.

Assuming that David has the right to free speech, 
various student groups invited him to debate his views in a 
public forum on October 14th. A.R.A. was notin support of 
this forum, as there is no justification for racism at all. Being

Joel: Where are these communities? 


Jonna: These communities are in south Minneapolis, the

reason why it’s specifically the east side of St. Paul is that it's 
a really large nazi stronghold. So these three groups will be 
meeting autonomously, but we'll also be meeting as a large 


- group every other week to talk about strategy. We're going 


to be caucusing with oppressed and oppressor groups and 
then we're going to be talking about things like how me as a 
queer, working with heterosexuals, how do we together fight 
racism while still addressing homophobia and heterosexism. 
The world is ours! 

Joel: You strongly emphasize the connections and interplay 
among all the oppressions. Why then the name Anti-Racist 
Action? Why the emphasis on racism in your name? 
Jonna: Well, | didn't choose the name. 

Joel: Butalotofthings in ARÁ are geared around racism, too. 
Jonna: Yeah. Well, my visions are always toward complete 
revolution and how to build a revolutionary movement and | 
feel as a white person, in order to build a revolutionary 
movement, | really need to work on fighting racism cos right 
now genocide is being commited against people of color, and 
that's a really big priority to me. Also, the group came about 
and was modeled after Anti-Fascist Action in England. | 
would like the group to eventually be Anti-Fascist Action, but 
| think the whole idea of what fascism here in the United 


States is, people don't really understand it yet, and so we 


really couldn't call ourselves that, yet. 

Joel: How did you become involved in ARA? 

Jonna: | was in a group called the Revolutionary Anarchist 
Bowling League, and we were trying out a new structure of 
breaking down into bowling teams, and one of the bowling 
teams was an anti-racist bowling team. We decided that 
maybe it would be a good idea to start ARA upagain, because 
at that point it had dissolved. One of the guys in RABL was 
also a Baldie — Kieran — so he called up some Baldies and 
we called up some other people and we had our first meeting 
together. It was also in response to a lot of racist incidents 
that had been happening, like Tycel Nelson, who was shot in 
the back and killed by police. 

Joel: ARA has a somewhat controversial stand on violence. 
Why don't you explain it Why is ARA NOT nonviolent and 
what is the need for violence? 

Jonna: Because we believe that people need to survive, and 
that in order to survive we need to defend ourselves and fight 


excluded purposely from this event for obvious reasons, 
A.R.A. decided that there was no way they could let him 
speak, therefore planning to disrupt him when he spoke. A 
leaflet was made inviting people to help “shout down” David. 
Before the debate the leaflets were passed out and about 25 
disrupters sat strategically around the auditorium in Coffman 
Union. Nearly 300 people showed up for the debate. In all 
there were six panel speakers including David, each having 
ten minutes to state thier platform before debating. David 
was fifth to speak, the only racist on the panel. His turn came 
up and on his cue he was assailled verbally, drowning out his 
words. Was he furious, and it showed. He barely ever gota 
word in, but what he did say is this * This is, to me, a holy war, 
and { will fight for my race, even to the death! I fight not for the 
masses of white men, but for the select few! | fight for the 
Goethes, the Nietzsches, and the Beethovens?” Meanwhile 
the audience which claims to despise racism defended 
David, saying he had a right to free speech, trying to pacify 
the disruptive people. Failing to realize that “free-speech” is 
not the issue, and in light of social conditions in this land, it 
doesn’tapply. itdidn’t matter that much since A.R.A. had ac- 
complished what it set out to do, let it be known that there is 
no compromise in the fight against racism. There was no 
debate, since David stormed out of the auditorium with a 
police escort. By all and any means necessary we will battle 
the Nazi menace, and until the last Nazi is gone, there will be 
no peace. 

Nazis attack anti-racist demonstrators 

David was invited to be interviewed on the campus 
radio station WMMBat 11:00 P.M. on October 17th. Once 
again A.R.A. saw no point in letting racists propagate their 
sick ideology. That night a small group of anti-racists assem- 
beled outside the Coffman Union ( the location of WMMR) to 
demonstrate against the interview. In addition to the demon- 
strators, the cops were there on David's own request, as well 
as David's own security force, who attacked the outnum- 
bered and unarmed demonstrators without provocation. 
Armed with nun-chuks, lead pipes, chains and a Rottweiler 
dog the Nazis ended up hospitalizing three of the demonstra- 


back, and to make a space where we can breathe and live, 
and create. That often means beating people out of our 
space and out of other people's space who maybe can't do 
it for themselves at that time. | think the reason it’s so 
controversial is that it works. It works, as a tactic used with 
other tactics. | don’ t believe that beating up nazis is the only 
tactic to do anti-racist work, but it is a very good tacticand. 
we've seen it Work really well. also think that a lot of white 
liberals who talk about pacisfism can also be construed as 
pretty racist, or classist, or sexist, because of those positions 
of power [white middle class people find themselves in.] You 
may not ever be in a situation of a physical confrontation, but 
a woman on the street who has an attacker upon her who 
wants to rape her, whatis she going to do, rollover? No, she’s 
going to fight back, and a lot of people who have privilege 
don't find themselves in those kinds of confrontations, like 
with a nazi going, “Fucking nigger, fucking nigger? You have 
to fight back. 

Joel: | don’t think a lot of nonviolent people would have a 


problem with awoman fighting backin anattemptedrape, but — 


what about, say, Martin Luther King’s organizational tactics, 
organizing broad-based movements based on nonviolent 
strategies, which a lot of groups structure themselves around 
today. Whats the advantage in not denying the necessity of 
violence in mass-based organizing as opposed to the Martin 
Luther King approach, which almost every group in America 
takes. 

Jonna: Yeah. Well, I thinkit [the nonviolent approach] is kind 
of unrealistic. | don't think it works. We can look, historically 
and herstorically, at armed movements and we can look 
historically and herstorically at pacifist movements and see 
actually what works. And also, racism is so institutionalized 
as well as one-on-one assaults; we're talking about bringing 
down a system, and that is going to take a really big, armed 
revolution, so you gotta build somewhere. 

Joel: Do you thinkit's stance on violence hurts or helps ARA 
in its dealings with the community? 

Jonna: | guess it depends on which community you talk 
about. It has given us a really interesting place in the 
progressive/radical/liberal community, where they're either 
afraid of us or don’ttake our politics seriously. We've become 
the disposable youth. They can ignore us because they think 
we're not thinking our shit out because we're using these 
tactics. It also creates really incredible allies, people who 
know this is the right thing to do because they've had to do it 
their whole lives. 

Joel: Like who? 

Jonna: Like people who are on the street. Poor people, ofall 
different colors, and women. As far as building allies with 
different communities, it’s really about explaining tactics and 
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tors. All the while the cops sat back as we got beaten up, then 
breaking up the fight, threatening to arrest the demonstrators, 
which is to be expected from cops. 

Returning to the base, there was a discussion on what 
happened and what could have been done instead. While 
arming ourselves and getting ready to return in force, we also 
discussed if it was sane to go back, and questions were 
raised if the male factor was out on amacho violence trip, or 
were we going to equally seek vengeance. It was a brilliant 
talk since it grounded the group and discussed what the plan 
of action would be. Then, piling into the cars, we went back. 
Too late though; as we arrived, David was leaving with his 
police escort. So, back to base again, another meeting to 
more fully discuss what next. ft was decided that there 
needed to be a press conference the following day. Volun- 
teers to write press releases worked til’ dawn getting the job - 
done. David's wanna be stormtroopers may have beaten us 
physically that time, but they were far from defeating us as we 
were able to achieve alot more than senseless violence. 

Ending on a good note . 

Overall the campaign against the “White Student Un- 
ion” brought about a lot of good things. One ‚A-RA. received 
a charter as an official student organization at the University 
of Minnesota while David's group remains ineligible for obvi- 
ous reasons. Secondly, alot of cooperation happened be- 
tween various autonomous anarchist groups pivoting around 
the current rise in racism, the final result of this being the 
formation of a Twin Cities Anarchist Federation. Thus build- 
ing the community, we're all a part of a stronger movement, 
allowing more room for growth through interaction and 
confrontation. 

An emergency response phone tree has been utilized 
when our allies are being threatened by fascists, quickly mo- 
bilizing people to go to their aid, as has happened when 
Nazi's were terrorizing anti-racist’s/Anarchists in East St 
Paul, in which we had to bring our friend over to Minneapolis 
to a safe-house. Let it be known that “An injury to one is an 
injury to all” and we will defend ourselves and our allies from 
any and all fascist attacks! 
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really explaining how the tactic of violence fits into a much broader 
analysis. | think that the more we talk about it, people will under- 
stand and support and come to build ARA or groups like ARA. 
People don't quite know what's up yet. 

Joel: It seems to tie in a lot with class. The nonviolence stance 
nowadays is a pretty white, privileged class thing. Another thing 
ARA gets alotof shit for, especially as of late around the university, 
is the freedom of speech stuff. Why don'tyou explain ARÁ's stance 
on freedom of speech, because “freedom of speech” is such a 
sacred cow in American culture, theoretically. 

Jonna: Exactly, that’s the whole thing, it’s theoretical. The Bill of 
Rights sounds like this way rad piece of paper, but that’s the thing, 
itis just a piece of paper. The goon squad, known as the police, who 
are supposedly defending what's said in this piece of paper, are just 
doing things for their own good. The whole premise free speech is 
alie, and so we're trying to reframe the whole argument. Everyone 
cries, “Freedom of speech, freedom of speech!” but we don’t have 
it, so how can it be taken away? And even if we did have freedom 
of speech, the power of the people in ARA. .. | 
mean we don't have very much power in the social 
scale in the United States so how can we silence 
anybody? 

Joel: Explain to me your stance on freedom of 
speech, because obviously ARA is structurally 
based on everyone having an equal say and ev- 
eryone having the right to speak, so that seems to © 
very much be freedom of speech, but then on the 
other hand a lotof people in ARA say that freedom 
of speech is a myth. When you say freedom of 
speech is a myth, it turns a lot of people off and 
seems contradictory to the actual practices of 
ARA, so if you could make that distinction for 
me... 

Jonna: Sure. The speech that fascists speak is 








ANTERACIST ACTION INTERVIEW WITH Kieran Frazier. 
interview by joel and Chris 

Joel: Why don’t you tell us a little bit about yourself. 

Kieran: ~My name's Kieran Frazier and I'm in ANTERACIST 

ACTION. | used to be in the REVOLUTIONARY ANARCHIST 

BOWLING LEAGUE (R.A.B.L), I'm a revolutionary anarchist. The 

main stuff I'm working with right now is ANTI-RACIST ACTION and 

| just moved to the east side of St. Paul so I'll be part of the EAST 
SIDE ANTI-RACIST ACTION group. I'm also part of the LOVE & 
RAGE project; I'm a member of the coordinating group. 

| Joel: What got you involved in ARA? 

¡ Kieran: lt started out... | was an anarchist and I've always had an 
interest in anti-racist stuff or black liberation stuff. When | was 
growing up my parents were leftists, they had stuffaround the house 
about Malcolm X and Martin Luther King and stuff like that, sol was 
really influenced by that. Also, I'm really influenced by the stuff 
going on in South Africa in the mid-eighties. So anyway, Iwas this 
anarchist with this interestin black liberation and anti-racist stuffand 
about the time I was about 15 or 16 | got hooked up with some of my 
cousins who were anti-racist skinheads and they werein this group 
called the Baldies. Just as | was starting to hang out with them they 

_ were having this big violent split with the White Knights which was 
aneo-nazi group. | was really into the Baldies; | thought they were 
really cool and all that stuff butalso because of the politics cos Isaw 
them standing up to these people and wanted to fight them and stuff. 
So that's how | really got into it, | was in the Baldies and then a year 
later the Baldies started ANTI-RACIST ACTION. 

Joel: Would you explain the structure of ARA, particularly the 
caucuses? | 

Kieran: ANTI-RACIST ACTION is reformed now, first I'll say it's 
quite different than the first generation of it that the Baldies started. 
It's definitely less than half skinheads but there's still some anti- 
racist skinheads in it. We've been doing some good work now for 
about a year and now we're in the process of reorganizing and one 
of the ways we're reorganizing is basing ourselves in the three 








preaching genocide and hate, and that is not about freedom, that is 
not about liberation, it is about killing people and subordination and 
domination and perpetuating a hierarchy. The kind of free speech 
| want to be a part of is empowering everybody and liberation for 
everybody and | don't feel that by allowing fascists to speak, this is 
going to create true freedom for everybody. The people that invite 
fascists to speak on the radio or anywhere, | think that should be 
disrupted and not allowed to happen because it’s not building 
toward true liberation. 
Joel: Where do you draw the line? What about misogynists 
speaking? What about statists speaking? 
Jonna: | believe in not letting misogynists speak, too. 
Joel: But that basically silences 99.9% of the United States of 
America. 
Jonna: You have to start somewhere. We have to startsomewhere. 
It's very unrealistic to silence, say, the pom industry. But, what we 
can do is encourage men and hold other men accountable for their 
misogyny and men organiziang together to fight misogyny, like 
men’s participation in the Take Back the Night 
march, and having a No Pig Zone. | think that’s 
avery big partin silencing the cops. We canstart 
| small, like trying to shut down porn shops and 
| boycotting them. 
| Joel: | think ARA really hurts itself by saying free | 
speech is a myth, because in practice ARAis very 
much into letting people have their say. Itseems 
to me that the freedom of speech issue is a 
structural thing, like what you were saying about 
misogynisticand homophobicspeech. The whole 
idea is to empower people and shutting people 
up is not going to empower people, except for 
fascists. Fascists are fascists, they're not going 
to change and have to be beaten out of exis- 
tence. 
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communities we have people doing work in and that's south 
Minneapolis or the Uptown area, the University of Minnesota, 
and the east side of St. Paul. Those three different groups will 
meet amongst themselves and work in those communities 
and try to organize anti-racist sentiment and also militant 
Opposition to organized racists. | think that break down will 
make us more based in communities. It will make us have to 
deal with regular people and make us have to get our 
arguments together better and make us depend on the 
people in those communities for our defense. | thinkit'l make 
us better organizers. 

lalso think that one of the problems that you have in a group 
that's mixed, thatisn't justall white or just men or justwimmin 
or isn't just straight is that you have this problem within the 
group of different oppressions coming up in the group that 
because you know society sets men above wimmin, whites 
above blacks. It doesn't disappear inside our group either so 
how do you figure out a way to make our group as equal as 
we can doit? The way we're gonna try is by having caucuses 
within the groups so that when our groups meet together 
wimmin have a chance to meet separately and discuss how 
sexism is affecting their group and men have a chance to 
meet separately and discuss how they can fight sexism within 


themselves and help support wimmin and taking more power 
within the group and the same goes for whites and people of - 


color. ; 
Joel: Why don’t you explain how the caucuses are set up. 


Kieran: The four caucuses are white people and people of : 


color, men and wimmin, queers and straights, working class 
and upper class or middle class. It’s sort of undefined. We 
don't know if this will fly yet. 

Joel: Each caucus is going to meet after each meeting? 
Kieran: Right, our general meetings of all three sub-groups 
are gonna be divided into two parts, one of which is sort ofa 
Strategy session where all three sub-groups discuss their 
long term goals and how they're implementing those goals 
and how they're progressing. The second part of the 
meetings will be the caucuses. The big group will divide up 
into one caucus for each of these group meetings so that [for 
example] the wimmin would divide upinto one section and the 
men would divide into the other and discuss things and then 


Chris: The whole phrase “freedom of speech” is patented and 
trademarked in America, so yeah itis a myth in that you can't 
say— 


_ Jonna: Well, freedom of speech in America assumes thatwe 
__ all possess the same amount of power. | mean, here comes 


the fascist or the nazi, and then here comes the person who's 


- going to debate the fascist. It's assuming we're on the same.. 
_, evel and we're.not.. These people [nazis] are white, male, ~ 
and they appear to be heterosexual, and those traits are 


totally valued in this country. They have the most access to 
and the most power in this country. So here [come along, this 
Jewish queer woman who's a revolutionary anarchist who's 
supposedly going to debate this guy. We do not have the 
Same power and within the structure of ARA we try to be as 
nonhierarchical as possible, so within our meetings we can 
experiment with the ideas of free speech because we can 
actually debate each other. When you're debating a nazi you 
don't come at it from such an equal position. Within ARA, 
maybe we can start to look at what it actually is like to have 
freedom of speech. 

Joel: So it's structural. Free speech assumes that people 
start from the same social position in society, when they really 
don’t. 

Jonna: Right. 

Joel: Back to the violence thing, to jump around abit. Do you 
think ARA’s stance on violence excludes you as a woman in 
any way? 

Jonna: No way! 

Joel: A lot of feminist arguments assert — and the university 
ARA has gotten shit from women making such arguments — 
that not taking a nonviolent stance is really macho and 
patriarchal. 

Jonna: | think that it is so empowering for women to have 
control over their physical surroundings and to be able to 
create a space for themselves. Sometimes that means 
forging it out physically. Women have been stereotyped as 
physically weak and that even if we are strong we should 
appear to be weak because that makes us more desirable. | 
want to smash those ideas. We can be whatever we want to 
be and if that means being physically strong and acting upon 
it than we should be able to do that for ourselves. ft has alot 
todo with self-determination. As faras it being amacho thing, 
working with men and being a physical force with men, ARA 
has taken a lot of time out — though not as much time as I'd 
like —in times of incredible crisis to talk about our motivations 
for action, like asking the men, Areyou clear about why you're 
fighting, why you're using that as a tactic, how do you feel 
about not acting as defenders of the women in the group but 
working with the women as allies and as equals and helping 
the women be as empowered as the men already are. A lot 
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come back together as a group to discuss what we talked 
about in the small group. 

Joel: How effective do you think these caucuses will be, 
especially since some people aren't always that clear about 
identifying themselves; say bisexuals or some people aren't 
sure of their class origin or things like that? 

Kieran: | don’t know how it'll work, it'll be a challenge for us 
| thinkand in some ways it'll make things harder but in the long 
run it'll make things stronger. We shouldn't be dogmatic 
about it either; if some kind of caucus just isn’t working cos it's 
too undefined or we're having trouble with class then we 
should just talk about it openly and discuss the problems with 
itand if people are having a hard time defining stuff then they 
can experiment and go to each one of the caucuses or the 
group itself can talk about it. {think just because we set up 
a rule doesn't mean that rule is engraved in stone or some- 
thing or that our system of organization can't change. 

Joel: How have the internal politics been played out in ARA 
and how do you think these caucuses are gonna affect that? 
Kieran: | feel pretty good about ARA in a lot of ways as 
compared to a lot of other groups I've been in. I think there’s 
not just one or two people controlling the group; there's a lot 
of people who actively participate, do a lot of work and make 
a lot of decisions. | think, though, that there still is white 
people dominating, so there’s some people who think there 
should be just a white anti-racist group, but white people 


dominate and I thinkmen dominate too, although Ishouldsay ` 


that there's some wimmin who play really strong roles within 
ARA and we should support that and not deny it So you still 
have a problem there, just like in society white straight men 
tend to dominate and | hope this will go towards fixing that. 
Chris: Obviously not everybody can always do all the 
decision making and always be there so what about people 
who can'tbe a part of all the decision making. Are there other 
fields of interests for them, too? 

Kieran: One thing about ARA is that it doesn’t have this hard 
membership, we don't have membership cards. There's 
probably a hundred people in this city who might consider 
themselves ARA in some way or another but there's usually 
about 20 people at each meeting so | think we have to take 
into account that those meetings are our base of support and 
not do something that's gonna alienate [the others]. Also, | 
think that people who can't attend meetings have a number 
of ways that they can make their sentiments known but I think 
that the people who do participate in the meetings, and 
hopefully with this sub-group structure a lot more people will 
participate...just by relating how you feel about ARA to the 
people who do come to the meetings, and there's a number 
of other things. ARA doesn't just have meetings they have 
other stuff, too, like chase nazis.and put up flyers. 

Chris: Help people out? 

Kieren: Yeah, help people out. Hopefully we'll have some 


-ofwomen don'tgrow up getting into fistfights with their friends 


or wrestling, so again, it’s about how do we come at things 
from an equal place. | think it's about reframing the entire 
perspective. Physical fighting doesn’t have to be a macho 
thing, it can be an action creating self-determination. 

Joel: How does ARA go about including women in its 
Jonna: Fairisa pointof view. In my pointof view, Idon'tthink 
it's fair because we livein a misogynist society thathas taught 
men to degrade women, and no matter how conscious men 
are about being equal, about being fair, being nice, misogyny 
and sexism and all the oppressions are still played out in 
ARA. But, as far as facilitation, as far as putting out leaflets, 
as far as political-discussions and arguments, women are 
invited and take a really strong place in the group. Itis now 
who we become, who we are. Who we have become, to have 
women in leadership positions, helping make decisions. We 
really try to be collective, and since there are women in the 
group, it just becomes part of the collective process. .. We 
take things that are “women's issues” and they become ARA 
issues as well. 

Joel: How well do you think sexism and homophobia and 
class is dealt with in ARA, and how well do you think people 
deal with it in the group? 


Jonna: Ithinkit’s played outin subtle and not-so-subtle ways, | 


in the ways people listen or don'tlisten or the way we interrupt 
each other or whose ideas are valued more than others. | 
think that’s really where the oppression is played out. | think 
that we're all really scared to hold each other accountable on 
a personal level within the group. It's just starting to happen, 
but it’s really scary. 

Joel: What do you mean? | 


: Jonna: Like, I'm really good friends with people in the group, 
- butl'mreally scared to putmyself out there, and l'mso scared 


of appearing to be the nag or the bitch or to be taking too much 
time or turning ARA meetings into a therapy group. l'm really 
concemed about these things, but at the same time, people 
are being silenced by these oppressions. Just by saying to 
you at the meeting before last that I'd prefer you saying 
“queer” instead of “gay” and this is why, that was so scary to 
me. |was like, oh my god, maybe I'm silencing joel or maybe 
he'll have a really hard time with me now or maybe he's 
feeling alot of shame now. It becomes this really big hyped 
up thing, but we really need to do these simple things. We 
come from different realities, you know, and you may not 
know that that's a hard thing for me, and it’s my responsibility 
to let you know. Here we are, white people fighting racism, 
fuck, we really have to open up our mouths and say, “Hey 
man, | think that's really fucked up." We really need to take 
these risks, we really do, and | don’t think we take enough of 
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concerts. 

Chris: Hopefully stop some racist concerts as well. 

Kieran: We made a flyer last night and got it translated into 
three different languages - Spanish, Hmong and Vietnam- 
ese. We decided not to try and stop the concert at the day of 
the concert so we're gonna try and do this picket a couple of 
days before. (The fyer was made up to let people know about 
a concert that was organized by a known KKK member from 
the eastside ofSt Paul. The billwas to include the racistnazi 
band Bound for Stupidity ,er, umm...Glory? The show was 
called off due to the efforts of ARA and members of the 
community - tod). 

Joel: I'd like to talk about your own power in ARA. You've 
been around for a long time, you're one of the original 
members of the Baldies, a lot of people respect you and look 
up to you. How do you feel about your power in ARA, beyond 
being a white male? 

Kieran: | thinkitall goes together, too. Ithink thatbecause I've 
been around for a long time and because I’m a white male | 


them on an interpersonal level. | think these caucuses that 
we'll be having will begin to paint that out, cos I don’t think we 
know how to do that, really. As people we're so isolated from 
each other in this society, we don't know how to have healthy - 
intimacy and relate to each other in a good way. 

Joel: How well would you say ARA does this compared to 
other groups? a> o 
Jonna: Excellent. I've been in women's groups and lesbian 
groups that of course are much more intemal, but as far as 
balancing internal and extemal [politics] | think we're moving 
in a good way. The only other group that think that worked 
better was RABL, and we were too extreme; we would do a 
lot of internal stuff and it wasn't balanced enough, we didn't 
have the rhythm. | have a lot of hope in ARA, and | kind of 
have a lot of hope by default because | have to have hope in 
something, but | do have a lot of hope in ARA. | mean, the 
Structure, I've never been in agroup that's had this interesting 
a structure to try to help us build analysis, build trust, build 
interpersonal stuff, and actually be action-orientedandchange 
the world we live in. 

Joel: What kind of community outreach is ARA involved in? 
Jonna: Not as much as I'd like. All of our fliers, literature, 
invites people to meetings. | think that’s great. We work in 
coalition with other groups. I'd like to see it get a lot broader. 
Joel: What directions would you like to see it take, commu- 
nity-wise? 

Jonna: Everything. | guess my priorities are working with 
different communities of people of color, becoming an actual 
ally in their struggle for self-determination. 

Joel: How can we do this? 

Jonna: If! had the map, joel, we would've been doing ita long 
time ago. Um, by walking our talk By actually showing 
different communities of color thatwe area good ally to them. 
We can do that as white people by figuring out our stake in 
white supremacy and fighting to bring it down. More specifi- 
cally, by going to the boat landings, by putting our bodies on 
the line. . . going to demonstrations, helping to support them 
in their struggles as well as doing our own thing in our own 
community that fights racism. By supporting queers bashing 
back, by making a presence at queer pride and supporting the 
self-determination of that community. 

Joel: What are some of the limits of ARA, organizationally 
and effectiveness? 

Jonna: Well, wwe grew up in a society that taught us to be 
oppressors, so that really limits us until we figure out our 
oppressor identities and how to undo them and to be allies of 
the people that we oppress. Organizationally and structur- 
ally, well, we're not as big as I'd like us to be, and the more 
people involved the more we can do, hopefully. 

Joel: Well, look at this example: we're very democratic, but 
it takes us a long time to make decisions. It 
takes us a long time to even decide when to 
have meetings. Sometimes when I'm in the 
meetings | have a sense that this democratic 
process. . . I'm kind of worried that it's white 
centered, because | can’t imagine some 
homeboys sitting in our meetings and quickly 
walking out, saying, this is boring bullshit. 
Chris: It's become a debate society. 

Joel: Well, | don't know about that. Whatare 
your thoughts on that? 

Jonna: Well, |don'tthinkit's a debate society. 
[the tape ended here. . .} 
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think | have a disproportionate amount of power within the 
group. So this fucking sucks, | think about it all the time and 
| try and figure out cos | think if | say ! don’t like an idea I think 
that has more weight than if someone else said that and it’s 
a really fucking difficult thing. 

Chris: Do people look up to you as the leader of the group? 
Kieran: Sometimes that happens. | try and take distance 
sometimes. I'm sure there’s similar problems within Profane 
Existence or with any kind of group. | think that one thing 
about anarchists is that anarchists try and recognize that 
there is that problem of people looking to a leader; you're 
trained to look for leaders your whole life, you're trained to 
look to someone else not yourself. | think it's important that 
anarchists really try to refuse that role, which doesn't mean 
being irresponsible, it means not pretending they have all the 
answers and trying to encourage other people to take power, 
to share some of the skills you have like writing leaflets or 
talking to people, fighting. That's really important. 

Joel: 'notice sometimes in the meetings that you do check 
yourself and | think you do a really good job of it, but | also 
don’t always think it's so bad to have people who have 
experience and have knowledge and you have a lot and 
you're a pretty clear thinker. Ifit's like “Kieran’s not here we 
can't have a meeting,” then it's a big problem, but | don't 
necessarily think thatsome role figures are too bad and | think 
that you do a really good job. | 
Kieran: You knowits...so...l don'tknow...fuck. | mean | don’t 
know... fuck. Itfeels good thatyou say that but! notice there's 
times like I'll catch myself, like someone will say “Well, what 
do we do?” and I'lljust feel like | have to have ananswer even 
though Idon'tin my head. K's like “lalways have answers so 
| must have an answer now,” and I'll just spit something out 
and I'll be like “why. did I say that, | haven't thought about this, 
what gives me the right to always think Ihave an answer?” So 
| really appreciate you thinking that I'm doing a good job and 
stuff but think there's totally that mentality that sinks in that 
people are depending on you and shit like that so you have 
to constantly think of that. 


‘Chris: Is our interviewing Kieran just another sign of people 


looking to him as a leader? | 

Joel: That's a good question and Kieran had those reserva- 
tions about it when | first asked him about it. Do people call 
youonitin ARA? Do they say you're taking too much power? 
Kieran: Sometimes they do, in different ways. This one 
member of ARA would always oppose anything | said. It got 
tobe So annoying but it was good too; it was mainly just 
because he wanted to question anything that came from 
anyone with some sort ofauthority-and that person sortofhas 
some authority within the group as well. It was cool, it was a 
hard struggle, and people do. .. like fl say something stupid 
or if | say something sexist | don’t get away with it. 

Joel: It just seems like you're never gonna get rid of these 
power relations, there's always gonna be people with more 
experience and anytime a new comer comes into the group 
there’s always gonna be those feelings of discomfort and 


- there's always gonna be those who are a little more clear : 
thinking and have a little more background. These problems ae 


are perpetual. They always have tobe dealt with = = 
Kieran: A lot of communist groups recognize the same thing 
we're talking about, too, and then they make these people the 
official leaders, which means they have a say in all kinds of 
things that maybe they don ‘thave any experience in and they 
make decisions for other people on the basis that they have 
experience in one area. | think what revolutionary anarchists 
do, or should do, is we see the same things, but we say if we 
really want to change society thanwe have to challenge those 
things constantly, and it gets to be a fucking pain in the ass. 
!getreally defensive when people criticize me, but you know, 
a few days later I'll recognize itand say, That was really good 
thatit happened. The whole deal with people who have more 
experience. . . | have more experience in some ways than 
other people but | don’t have more experience in other ways 
than a lot of people. Like, we're putting out a zine now, and 
| don’t have any experience in that, and if was to dictate how 
to run the zine because | have more experience in fighting or 
whatever, that would be really fucked up. 

Joel: How well do you think ARA deals with internal things: 
sexism, racism, homophobia? 

Kieran: | think we still got a long ways to go but | think it's 
something that's on the table. When someone brings it up at 
a meeting it’s not like no one’s ever heard of it before. People 
recognize that if that goes down, something is going to be 
said about it. It's still a drag. 

Chris: Isn't that kinda what the group exists for, too? 
Kieran: Yeah, cos if we're going to be truly anti-racist that 
means confronting those things within us too. That's the 
whole trick of the system they've got this in our head. We've 
got a long ways to go but there are wimmin who play promi- 
nentroles in ARA, there's a lotofwimmin in the group, there's 
a lot of queers in the group. There's nota lot of black people 
and that's probably the main area, there's a number of black 
people who have come through the group. | think some of it 
is because it’s such a white group. So it’s a question, do we 
thinkwe should become a multi-racial group or dowe thinkwe 
should be mostly a white group that organizes white people 
to be against racism, which | don’t think is bad either. We 
have to figure out which oneitis. It'saweird thing. Idon’tthink 
we should say we're a white group only cos alot of black folks, 


like alot of black punks or black kids that are involved in sub- ` 


cultures that are mostly white will come around to something 
like this before they come around to say some black nation- 
alist thing or like black feminists. 

Chris: So it should be multi-racial. 

Joel: | think class comes into it. 

Kieran: A lot of things come into it. One thing that Malcolm 
X said was like this white womyn came to him all upset cos 
she just heard him speak and she was like “I really hate 
racism, | want to do something” and at the time he told her, 
Get the fuck away from me, | don't want to deal with some 
crying white student, but later he said that what he should 
have said was we need you, we need you to go to white 
people, other white people and you need to fight racism, cos 
it's in our interests, too. | believe it [racism] is the main pillar 
that makes the US structures different from the rest of the 
world's systems. What holds the US system up the most is 








white supremacy. Starting from the very beginning with the 
first slaves in the colonies here there were white and African 
slaves. There was nosuch thing as racism in the way itexists 
now. The landowning colonists created an ideology of white 
supremacy. People aren't born with the shit, they created it 


to divide the white slaves from the blackslaves... Whatthey * 


[landowning colonists] did is they gave them [the white 
slaves] privileges over the black people: they let some of the 
white slaves or white servants be the managers of the black 
slaves, they let them get more food. So that’s basically what's 
going on in this society, it’s that white people are kissing ass 
to the ruling class and getting paid for it. They're getting little 
privileges, not much but they're getting a little bit. A lot of 
times at work you wonder why does this person kiss ass, 
they're not getting anything from it; they're just getting alittle 
bit. That's basically what's up. It’s that white people are 
kissing ass to this system instead of uniting with black people 
and | think it's really important for people to convince other 
white people to stop kissing ass and to join with black people 
cos black people have torn it up in this country a number of 
times, they have burned down sections of every city in this 
fucking country and with most black people you can have a 
conversation about hating cops or hating your job and it’s just 
natural, people totally agree with you. We have to convince 
other white people, especially white working class people 
that their interests are notwith the white bosses but with black 
folks in general. So that's why | think our main job is to be 
convincing black people to become anarchists or is it con- 
vincing white people to become anti-racist. 

Chris: Anti-racist anarchists. . . | think there’s a weird thing in 
middle class white amerika. People are taught to be afraid of 
black people and the black community and the inner city cos 
that's where the media says...crime...murder...death...auto 
theft...and | find that right down to the anti-racist sub-culture. 
Say | live on 15th and Park or Pleasant and 25th and people 
askme where llive and Igo llive on 25th and Pillsbury, people 
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go “Oh, that's abad neighborhood,” when it’s not that bad, it’s 
a neighborhood, it's where people live and are trying to 
survive and barely scrape by, it's where governments and 
systems pack everybody in, so how do we stop that kind of 
internal racism? 

Kieran: It’s agood question. The propagandais thick. You're 
totally right about the media the way they talk about neighbor- 
hoods being bad is directly related to how many black people 
live in that neighborhood. That's: how the neighborhood is 
determined bad orgood. | thinkone thing forany kind of white 
person thatis into radical stuff —| think there's not enough of 
this in the anarchist community and it sort of reflects how 
white we are — is to like if you're a radical in the US and you 
don't know about the black liberation movement it's some- 
thing you should find out about. It's a movement thatis. . - it 
totally makes you appreciate the struggles of black people. It 
may break down some of the propaganda that the media 
feeds you about black people because you see this incredible 
movement in the South starting out in the fifties and early 
sixties. it had all these weird influences, christianity and 
pacifism, but they also held huge mass meetings in churches. 
It had some real democratic influences, a lot like worker's 
counsels that a lot of anarchists point to in Europe. These 
black folks were making decisions and now the US media 
holds up Martin Luther King but people used to scream athim 
and say “we're not pacifists anymore!” and all this stuff like, 
“We need guns!” There were these huge democratic move- 
ments and millions of people were involved in law breaking, 
purposeful law breaking in this country. Anarchists don’t 
know enough about it, we don’t know how to talk about it, we 
don’t have an analysis of it and that’s really detrimental to us 
cos it was this huge movement and then as the sixties 
progressed you had black bond organizations springing upin 
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this country and they had a base. They could go and hide in 
the projects, they could travel from safe house to safe house. 
That’s something that white radicals can’tdo yet cos we don’t 
have that base of support. And then the riots in the sixties 
when Martin Luther King was killed; there were riots in 160 
cities. it happened the day Martin Luther King was killed so 
you can't just say, “Oh, itwas hot, people were pissed off.” It 
was a political riot Martin Luther King was killed and cities 
burned, including north Minneapolis. People don't know 
about that. You shouldn't turn black people into this deity, 
black people are just like any people. They're fucked and 
they're good and they're everything. The struggle is so 
amazing to me. | 
Joel: What about other cultures? 

Kieran: 1 think native struggles are especially important in 
Minneapolis cos AIM (American Indian Movement) was based 
here, this is where it started. 

Chris: They were a counterpart to the Black Panthers 
originally, weren't they? 

Kieran: They sort of modeled themselves after the Black 
Panthers. In alot of ways they had similarities. There’s alot 
of anti-authoritarian sentiment within the Native American 
community, like Leonard Peltier. | don’t know if you know 
about Freedom Now, the posters that said, “Face reality: 
there are political prisoners in the US." Freedom Now was 
basically run by nationalists and white anti-imperialist com- 
munists and they weren't recognizing some anarchist prison- 
ers like Larry Giddings and some other people and Leonard 
Peltier said if you don't recognize them you can't use my 
name. And he's the most famous political prisoner. The 
reason why is because when he was firstin prison the white 
people who supported him most were the anti-authoritarians 
and anarchists. | think it is really important that we continue 
that and learn from that struggle. It's really important to 
recognize the black liberation movement as key to the 
Struggle in the US. It was the black struggle in the sixties that 
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sparked the white anti-war movement, the white wimmin's 
movement in this country. Both learned lessons from the 
black movement and put those into effect and in every 
struggle the most radical part of itis usually the black folks. In 
worker's struggles it’s black workers who take things the 
farthest. In the wimmin’s movement it's black wimmin who 
are pulling things out the farthest. 3 

Joel: Do you think the direct democratic, really slow-paced 
organizational structure of ARA is one reason why it's mostly 
awhite organization? Do you think ARA’s structure is kind of 
a white middle class thing? 

Kieran: | don’t think anarchism is a middle class thing, I don’t 
think democracy is, but I think, from our experiences, the way 
we talk and act probably has some of that wrapped up in it. 
Chris: So it's kind of socialized? 

Kieran: Yeah, the black people that come in there probably 
feel like they have to talk a certain way, have to act a certain 
way even though none of us are saying that. It's just that the 
system is so ingrained, | think it's areal challenge. There is 
an issue though of black people organizing in the same kinds 
ofways but! think there's justa real difference in how people 
talk and how people act. We have to fight those kinds o 
middle class nicey nice ways of doing stuff within our ¢ 
in order to make ita place where black people feel dl 2 
able. oss 
Joel: Ijustimagine some crips coming into a meeting saying, 
“What's this? You guys are arguing twenty minutes and 
raising hands over when the meeting's gonna be!” 

Kieran: It'd be really frustrating and | think a lot of people feel 
uncomfortable with raising hands and shit like that so you 
have to figure out a way in which you can do it, and maybe 
the sub-groups will be small enough that they'll be able to do 
it another way, but | think it's really true thatin these kinds of

groups. . . cos at the Baldies meetings we never had a 
facilitator and people just talked, everyone interrupted each 
other, the subject changed with every person talking, we 
couldn't get anything done or decided on, it was total chaos 
and people just got to spit out what they were thinking but it 
didn't get discussed or talked about. So l'm all for experi- 
menting with different ways of doing stuff but I'm just real. - 
Skeptical of trying to do it without facilitators right now be- 
cause it just ends up being really non-democratic where the 
people who are the loudest get heard and the people who just 
want to spit something out spit something out. | think you're 
right, people who have never been in that type of meeting 
situation will be frustrated by it | 

Joel: Is ARA a revolutionary organization? 

Kieran: { think fora lotof purposes it’s good to not put that out 
on an ARA letterhead or on an ARA sticker because | think 
there's a lot of people who hate racism who don’t know what's 
up with revolution. | don't think ARA should be a front group 
for anything but | think it should be a place, a broad group 
where people from off the street can join if they agree to fight 
racism and also fight other stuff and are ready for direct action 
or support direct action. | think most people in ARA are 
revolutionaries and | hope that continues. 

Joel: Do you think ARA has the potential to attract a mass 
base? 

Kieran: Yeah | think it does. Out of all the political groups in 
the Twin Cities right now ARA has the most potential. Within 
the times right now, 1991, things are not too great on the 
political scene. We don’t have mass movements of a lot of 
people, we have mass movements of like dozens of people 
orlike hundreds of people and ARA has dozens of peopleand 
It's getting bigger. We can mobilize people, we're still 
learning how to but we're one group that can mobilize people 
and | think part of thatis because the anarchist movement has 
really tried to build it and | think that’s really good. Before you 
came here, Joel, there was a lot of sectarianism between the 
different anarchists, like RABL, Profane Existence, AYF and 
the Youth Greens, people really bickering. There was this 
attemptat anarchist forums andit ended up breaking up. One 
thing about ARA is like you look around the room and a lot of 
the time you see ex-RABL people, Profane people, AYF 
people and Youth Green people, a lot of anarchists, people 
from the different wimmin’s groups that have happened and 
non-affiliated people and that’s one thing that I think has built 
ARA is that anarchists have really come together around it 
and hopefully that can continue with TCAF (Twin Cities 
Anarchist Federation) and other kinds of formations.

Chris: So should Uptown ARA and University ARA also 
implement some security measures?

Joel: What kind of things do you think are necessary, 
organization wise, to build a revolutionary movement in the 
US? 

Kieran: That's like “the question.” For one thing | think there 
has to be a certain autonomy for each group. It becomes a. 
fact that if we're gonna defeat the system we have to have 
some sort of coordination cos this is the strongest military 
might in the world. It’s not gonna give up by each of us just 
pecking at it or if it does it’s just gonna be burning and chaos 
and nothing new is gonna come of it. So how do you do that? 
| believe in anarchist, federal forms of organization. | think 
what this ARA subgroup can be is autonomous, but with the 
same principles. | don't think you have to let everyone and 
their brother join ARA just because they wantto. fsomeone's 
like, “We should go bash the black Muslims because they are 
racist, too,” | don’t think that’s in line with what ARA is doing. 
Those people can do whatever they want to, but they can’tdo 
it under ARA’s name. How a broader movement can be 
developed is by building collectives in every city and being 
parts of mass movements; anarchists not just going out there 
and preaching “anarchy, anarchy?" because you don't prove 
anything to anyone. You don't prove how anarchism works. 
You prove that anarchism works by getting involved in the 
struggles that normal people face and you try to offer anar- 
chist solutions, build counterinstitutions that will serve people, 
whether it’s shelter or food or self-defense. What anarchists 
have to do is teach people how to do it themselves. This 
culture is so against people doing anything for themselves, 
it’s really a struggle. : ] 
Joel: Do you see anyifiing going on right now, any “window 
of opportunity” that anarchists can take and turn into a mass 
movement? 

Kieran: Yeah, | think there’s a number of mass movements 
anarchists could have a big presence in. In the Twin Cities, 


P* anarchists are significantly involved in only one big move- 
= ment, and that’s the anti-fascist/anti-racist movement among 


whites, and that's ARA and some other stuff. | think there's 
potential for anarchists to have a mass influence in the radical 
women's movementand the abortion rights movement, in the 
queer liberation movement, in the homeless movement, in 
environmental stuff, in anti-imperialist stuff. If five people sat 
down and said we're going to go into this movement and 
work, there'd be some potential there.

PE; Political Asylum has been around for a long time 
(how ong exactly). What keeps you going and why have 
we seen so little vinyl from you in all these years? 

RA: I've been doing this since February 1982, when me and 
a couple friends from school started playing together. What 
keeps me going? Basically, because | enjoy it. | enjoy 
playing music. ff didn’t enjoy it wouldn't do it. Having said 
that, | also appreciate other things that go with the music. | 
would have never gone abroad to most of the countries I've 
been to if it weren't for the band, as well as the different 
cultures and people I've met, and different political situ- 
ations. Why's there been so little vinyl? I've never thought 
it's been that important, to be honest. We're not making 
music as a career move. In our first three or four years of 
existence we actually released three studio demos, so we 
were getting the music out. They actually sold ridiculously 
well, considering they were tapes. We sold about 6000 
copies of all three releases combined, which is more than 
mostgroups who do records, so we had no desire to release 
records just for the sake of doing records. We have re- 
leased a few records. 

PE: As one of the few European bands to have toured 
the U.S., what were your initial expectations of the 
states and its punk community and how did reality 
reflect or contradict those expectations? 

RA: Maximumrocknroll, although it serves a very fine 
purpose, gives a very distorted view of punk. The British 
scene reports are a good example. From MRR, you'd think 
that punk is this really big thing in America, that it's really 
happening and really together and that's patently not the 
case. It’s certainly no better than in Britain. Impressions of 
the U.S. punk scene. .. It’s very, very young. That might 
partly be because we only played all-ages shows so there- 
fore we were maybe playing to a different audience, but it 
Was a lotyounger than in Britain. I'd say people over 18 are 
inaminority, while in Britain most people are 18 to 24. While 
to a certain extent we were playing more political gigs, due 
to the people we played with and the people we dealt with, 
punk and hardcore seemed a lot less political there than in 
Britain, but then again that might just be because of the 
Crass phenomenon in Britain the trappings of the punk 
fashion contain some politics, while in America they just 
don’t. The whole straightedge thing was very weird, very 
disturbing. Very right-wing, very nationalistic, a jock-men- 
tality, if you like. We didn’t actually play any straightedge 
shows but] went to one and it was terrible. There were Nazi 
skinheads who seemed to be mates with all the straightedg- 
ers, and that sort of thing. 

PE: Why do you think that's accepted as being okay in 
America? 3 
RA: Well, it's accepted in Britain, its justin America it's more 
open. 

PE: Then why do you think it's accepted in general? 
RA: Well, remember punk is young, male, and white, and if 
you're young, male, and white then you're not likely going to 
be bothered by skinheads or fascists, so most people (in 
punk) don't see it as a problem. They don't care, basically. 
Again, for most people, punk is justa youth fashion. As Isay, 
| think the main difference, in terms of the political content, 
between Britain and Americais in Britain part of the trappings 
of the youth fashion is paying lip service to part of the politics, 
be it vegetarianism, anti-war, whatever, and that’s about all 
itis. There's probably as much acceptance of fascism on a 
face-to-face level in Britain as there is in America. 

PE: Now that Nelson Mandela Is free, the African 
National Congress is gaining in legitimacy across the 


will continue exactly the way it is. There will be the same 
companies, the same gold mines, the same diamond mines, 
the same blacks working in the same factories for the same 
shit wages. That's the way capitalism works, and the ANC 
don’t want any fundamental revolutionary change, so no | 
don’t think anything will change [if the ANC come into power] 
except the color of the boss. 

_ In terms of actual revolutionary change in South Africa, 
the ANC have come out strong against it. The ANC do not 
Support and do not have the support of the independent 
trade unions of South Africa, they do not have the support of 
the independent initiatives within the townships of South 
Africasuch as the street committees in Alexandria, and other 
people genuinely trying to organize their own lives. The ANC 
have come out totally against them strongly, and the ANC 


are and always have been an elitist middle class organiza- 


tion. Until recently, to be a member of the armed wing of the 


ANC, you had to have the educational equivalent of a

themselves. The ANC, because they did not control this, 
because they want power, completely condemned it. The 
uprising in 1985 which caused a state of emergency that 
lasted until 1889 was condemned by Nelson Mandela as 
“infantile”. The ANC don’tsupport any resistance which they 
don'tcontrol. bed see how any anarchistcan support them 
at all. 

PE: Why do yo think these rival black factions are 
fighting each other in South Africa? 

RA: Apartheid in South Africa is a product of capitalism. It 
is not inherently a product of racism. Capitalism works with 
a small managerial class and a large pool of unskilled labor. 


When | was fifteen | probably would have said hitting 
a fascist won't change his views and therefore it's 
wrong in the sense of changing things, and I probably 
still agree with that. However, I wouldn't hit a fascist 
to change his views, I'd hit him to defend myself. I'd 
hit him because he's a fascist, not because | wanted 
to give him a political education. 





globe. 1 know you have some problems with ANC 
programs and tactics; could you explain some of them? 
Do you feel they (ANC) will make life better for blacks in 
South Africa? 

RA: As an anarchist, someone who believes in people 
organizing their own lives, the ANC are fundamentally op- 
posed to this. Some of their rhetoric may be anticapitalist in 
the same way that some of the rhetoric of the South African 
Communist party — which is closely allied with the ANC — 
is anticapitalist, but if as anarchists we agree that commu- 
nism as itis practiced in the world today (whichis rapidly dis- 
integrating, fortunately) is basically state capitalism, then the 
ANC is not anticapitalist. The ANC several years ago started 
talking with big business. Basically, the ANC want power, 
and to do this entails continuing the investment in the South 
African economy by multinational companies, and they're 
quite prepared to accept this... For the average black in 
South Africa, it doesn’t matter whether you have a white boss 
or a black boss, and if the ANC get into power, the oponon 
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Apartheid was a direct construct of this, i.e. the white working 
class was bought off by getting their managerial roles. They 
became the overseers and blacks became the mass of 
exploited laborers. Blacks suffer because of capitalism. 
Racism is the divide-and-rule tactic used to institute this par- 
ticular form of capitalism. Therefore, to destroy the general 
problems of blacks and apartheid you have to destroy the 
system of capitalism. 

The factionalism within the blacks in South Africa has to 
do with various historical and tribal reasons. Partly, the 
Inkartha movement, with Chief Buthelezi, is a product of 
being bought off under capitalism, pitting one group of blacks 
against another. South Africa as a country has many 
different — | don’t like to use the word tribes, that has a very 
patronizing sound — African peoples within what is geo- 
graphically the state of South Africa. The Inkartha move- 
ment of Buthelezi is Zulu, which is numerically the largest 
group and historically the strongest, like in the Bolo wars, etc. 
ie oon movement was Aes H te South Afri- 
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can government] partly to buy off various black leaders. The 
two strongest black factions, ethnically, politically, and mili- 
tarily, are the Zulus, supported by the Inkartha movement 
and Buthelezi, and the ANC, which are largely supported by 
the Xhosa who are another African people with a different 
language, culture, etc. And again, it's a power struggle 
between the two over who will get to be the new black 
bosses. 

PE: Do you know if there is any sort of anarchist move- 
ment in South Africa, especially within black resistance 
circles? 

RA: Depends on what you call anarchist. As said, there are 
all sorts of movements. {| don’t think any of them explicitly 
refer to themselves as anarchist and | think that’s irrelevant. ; 
To me what's important is people controlling their own lives, 
peopleresisting. There have 
always been several move- 
ments, which means they've 
been in conflict with the ANC 
and the Inkartha movement. 
Specifically, there are the in- 
dependent black trade un- 
ions who have been organ- 
izing illegally since the late 
60s, the independent groups 
of youth, township commit- 
tees, street committees, 
people's courts, awhole quite 
sophisticated system of, call 


demand a state and as anarchists we don't believe in states. 
That's just ludicrous. 
PE: What about the IRA? 

-RA: | don’t support the IRA at all, either. 
PE: A lot of Americans seem to think they're a very 
revolutionary sort of thing, doing a lot of good. Why? 
RA: Ignorance. There’s a huge difference between the 
Palestinian people and the IRA. The IRA are like the ANC 
in the fact that they are supposedly Marxist-Leninist and in 
reality are not in the slightest, and | fundamentally disagree 
with the IRA, both what they do and what they say. Because 
| don’t support the IRA doesn’t mean I don't support the Irish 
people and their struggle for self-determination. To the 
extent that we don't live in these countries, it’s all irrelevant. 
Whether or not | support the IRA is not going to affect the 
struggle in Ireland at all. 
[Ramsey talks further about national liberation struggles and 
anarchism until he comes to this interesting little tidbit. . .] 
RA: Well, | do think that if you believe certain things, that 
makes you an anarchist. If you don't, then you can't be. | 
mean, anarchism does not mean chaos. Anarchism, to me, 
is a form of organization. Ultimately, it's to help people to 
organize their lives to have a better life. Now that obviously 
includes certain things and excludes certain things. It 
excludes lunatic individualists because you can’t do what 
you want if that involves hurting other people. To me that’s 
just common sense, it’s nota problem to me. I don’t thinkwe 
[the anarchist movement] should accept anyone [into our 
movement] just because s/he calls him or herself an anar- 


itwhatyouwill, people power. chist.

organizing their own street 
lighting, their own sewage 
systems, their own rubbage 
uplift, is a very sophisticated 
method of self-organizing, 
which again the ANC totally 
opposes because it’s outside 
their control. So yes, there 
are all sorts of autonomous 
groups, often acting together, 
basically what | would call 
anarchist; whether they call 
themselves anarchist is ir- 
relevant. 

PE: More generally, why 
do you feel there are so 
few black (or Asian or Native or Hispanic) anarchists? 
As a history student, are you aware of any anarchist 
movement or individuals among people of color other 
than white? 


RA: The AK empire consists of one AK Press, which 
_ publishes various anarchist and associated books, AK dis- 
tribution, which distributes books to the trade — retail, shops 
— and as a mailorder service. We have a catalog of several 
thousand books on a wide variety of topics: anarchism, 
Socialism, philosophy, history, feminism, comics, zines, 
radical literature, etc. 

PE: Do you feel it’s wrong for you (or anyone else) to 
make money off your independent, alternative ventures, 
such as AK? 

RA: | don't think there's anything fundamentally wrong with 
making money out of alternative ventures; in fact, quite the 
opposite. | think if the alternative ventures are to be genu- 
inely viable and a real alternative that works, we have to be 
self-supporting and self-funding. | think part of the reason 
alternative ventures consistently fail is because they rely on 
self-exploitation, which means either part-time workor unpaid 
‘work or work done after your “real job" which you have to 
work to eat. Itmeans people are always getting bored or tired 
or burned out because they can't give all their eats to these 
tasks. | think it’s essential diy we're serious 











“chists, , though i in 1 Southeast A Asia and the far East they h ave 
their own completely independent tradition of anarchism, in 
Korea, in Japan, which still functions today. South America 
has historically also had alarge anarchist presence, whether 
it's Zapata in Mexico or the anarchist unions in Argentina and 
Paraguay. More recently, anarchism suffered from the 
success of authoritarian socialism, of Marxism, of the Bol- 
shevik revolution, because people looked to Bolshevism and 
Marxist-Leninism as a solution to their problems. Also, 
anarchism has failed to address the problems of national lib- 
eration. | think it’s fair to say that in North America, having 
gone through Marxist-Leninism, a lot of black activists are 
now turning away from it. A lot of Black Panthers are 
realizing the fallacies of Stalinism and are now very much 
turning towards anarchism. Some of them are quite explicit. 
The writings of Lorenzo Erwin, for example, is quite explicit 
in its anarchism. Among all oppressed peoples is a long 
history of radicalism. A lot of them wouldn't call themselves 
anarchists, butas far as I'm concerned, the course they took, 
the struggles they fought, are as far as I'm concerned 
anarchist goals — people’s self-determination, anti-authori- 
tarian, non-hierarchical. | mean, anarchism is just a label. 
There's many black activists, many of whom would probably 
call themselves Marxists, whose theory and practice | actu- 
ally don’t have any disagreement with at all. | think there's 
a danger to get stuck too much with this whole labelling. 
PE: Do you support national liberation struggles, or are 
they antithetical to your anarchist beliefs? 
RA: Yes, | support anyone fighting for self-determination. 
The whole problem with national liberation for anarchists is 
to not get involved or have some input. We can't criticize 
them [national liberation struggles] for not being pure anar- 
chist and when something goes wrong say, “See, | told you 
So, they’re not pure anarchists.” Imean, obviously things are 
going to go wrong if there’s no anarchist input, if there’s no 
voices fighting for what we as anarchists believe. | think we 
have to get involved. | think as a matter of solidarity we 
Should support people fighting for self-determination any- 
where, regardless. | think we have to support the Intifada, 
those in South Africa, all forms of national liberation struggle 
as far as they go, and then we have to, if youlike, “steer them 
along” paths more amicable to what we believe. 

. | support the Palestinian peopel I'm not sure that | 
support the PLO. 
PE: Why not? 
RA: Because | don’t believe in authority and state solutions. 
Having said that, in the real world, as a first step, | think we 
have to support the Palestinian people’ s demand for a 
Palestinian state.

AK Press hopes to open a 
London office in the near future and perhaps even a U.S. 
office in-1993 if Ramsey’s plans to move to San Francisco 
work out. Other plans include opening a book shop in AK’s 
home base, Edinburgh, and “to start paying ourselves a de- 
cent wage!”

THE MINNEAPOLIS FANZINE CONNECTION 


One of the cool things about this city is that 
you can go to quite a few of the local record and 
bookstores and find a shelf-full of cool, local 
zines. The Profane collective alone has at least 
five different people who have done or are cur- 
rently doing other fanzines. I've been meeting 
quite a few really cool people in this city just 
through exchanging zines and having that com- 
mon interest. | guess thats why they're called 
zines and not magazines - because that personal 
aspect is present. Most of the zines below have 
been reviewed in the last couple issues, so I'll just 
do a run-down of the different types of under- 
ground publications available locally. 

The number of local homopunk zines has 
really grown in this city. The zines are usually 
sexually explicit, gender-challenging and include 
contributions from a lot of local poets, writers and 
graphicartists.

The Artpolice, Ye Olde Stinkhammer Press 
and Marvelous Martha’s comprise the Minneapo- 
lis area comic zine scene. While presenting many 
local artists’ work, all three of these keep their 
prices below that of many comic books I've seen 
that aren't as aesthetically pleasing. A zine called 
Artilux is also starting up with an emphasis on 
wierd comix, art etc. - send contributions or inquir- 
ies to the Profane address. 

Last, but not least, are probably the world’s 


only two glitterpunk fanzines. Dr. Funky's Sole 


Vibration follows in the platform footsteps of Big 
Daddy Smooth-Moves’ Spirit of ‘76. Both zines 
sh-sh-shake the disco energy out of the ‘70’s and 
into the revolutionary punk-as-fuck times which 
we presently find ourselves dancing in. Some of 
the best fashion tips available can also be found 
among these pages. 

| also do a zine called No External Compul- 
sion. | pretty much just write about whatever is 
going on in my life at the. moment.

Despite the lack of venues (particularly all- 
ages) in this town, there are a ton of cool bands 
playin’ around. Unfortunately, most of ‘em play at 
clubs and my patience with high door and drink 
prices and hipster, pseudo-junkie assholes runs 
low, so | don’t get a chance to see as many local 
bands as | would like to. What follows is what | 
consider some of the best local talent I've seen 
since moving here a few months ago. Granted, 
not all of these bands work with the do-it-yourself 
Spirit in mind, but they’re still worth checkin’ out 
live. 

First up we have JONESTOWN, a bunch of 
nice guys whose love of THE EX shines through 
while maintaining a high degree of originality. 
Their live show is energetic, rhythmic and fuckin’ 
shake-yer-buttable! If you're into dancin’ at punk 
shows this is the band to see ‘cause every p-rock 
booty in the house is sh-sh-shakin'!

| saw local grindgods, MISERY atthis cheesy 
metal club awhile back and they were amazing.

They haven't 
played out much lately, so don't miss the chance 
to see ‘em if they do. 

Amphetamine Reptile Records bands THE 
COWS, GOD BULLIES and HAMMERHEAD all 
put on some crazy, noisy shows and seem to play 
out constantly. The first two mentioned bands are 
both fucking amazing live with frontmen that 
almost seem like insane inbred brothers (one a 
bureacrat, the other an urban cowboy.) HAM- 
MERHEAD seem to be getting better with every 
show - if you're into pulsating noise ala 


STEELPOLE BATHTUB, these critters area band 
to check out. 

BABES IN TOYLAND have gotten mighty 
big, which usually makes for a sweaty, frenzied, 
live show with a ton of people in attendance. Their 
sound is total, grungey noise and even if ya ain't 
a noise fiend, the Babes' stage presence and 
intense personal outlook draw you right into their 
world. Definitely live music that a bunch of guys 
couAnother cool all-temayl band is SMUT who 
have a sound reminiscent of CIVILIZED SOCI- 
ETY. They're relatively new and are breaking in 
a new drummer, but should be ready to play out 
again soon. Their new 7" proves that they're 
definitely a band to watch out for... especially live. 

Those goofballs of crust, DESTROY! are 
always a fun bunch of headache mongers to 
check out. While aurally attacking the forces that 
be these perveyors of fine music still find time to 
swing their hips and sing about the fine things in 
life... like ramen and disco. Currently in the midst 
of some line-up canges, they should be ready to 
play again soon. 

The Twin-cities' first all-zine editor band, 
PISSED., played their first show to a sweaty, 
cavorting crowd of South Minneapolis chaos punx 
and skins on New Year's Eve. Borrowing from the 
finest moments of bands like CRUCIFIX and 
DISCHARGE, Troll, Newt and Joel (get a 
nickname, Joel!) sing about anarchy an shit like 
that that’s really important and stuff.

Minneapolis is lucky enough to have a hand- 
ful of different coffeeshops to hang outat. Coffee- 
shops are becoming the newest alternative ven- 
ues because not much is needed to set one up 
and overhead seems to be comparatively lower 
than a bar or club. Motor Oil cafe in St. Paul (1168 
Selby Ave.) is agood example of this. Serving just 
regular java, they've managed to keep coffee at 
$.50 a cup and refills at a nickel. In addition, Motor 
Oil has a nice selection of local music and mags 
for sale, a big rack of zines to read while you're 
there, a small art gallery connected which fea- 
tures some freaky works and $.50 oatmeal!!

:0-OPS 


The Twin Cities area is rather unique in 
having numerous food co-operatives. A food co- 
op is a grocery store, run by the employees, 
offering a wide selection of organic and whole- 
some foods. This makes readily available much 
healthier fare than the chemical-laden fare at 
most grocery stores. Forhealth-conscious people, 
or those looking for an alternative to a meat- 
eating diet, co-ops are definitely the answer. 

The term co-operative, or co-op, means 
working together in a common goal. A coopera- 
tive grocery store has many people involved in 
running the business. Most co-ops hire employ- 
ees but also have members who volunteer their 
time, skills and energy in exchange for price 
discounts on food. As well, co-ops are owned by 
those who work in them so there are no bosses or 
owners pocketing all the cash produced by the 
workers. Further, with the combined buying power 
of all its members, a co-op will buy foods in “bulk” 
which means the customer must bring their own 
containers for things ranging from dried beans to 
peanut butter to shampoo. This also spares 
wasteful and costly packaging. For these rea- 
sons, overhead for co-op grocery stores is much 
iower, which means a considerably lower price in 
goods. 

While co-ops may not be perfect in nature, 
and in most cases still contain elements of the 
hierarchical structures in society atlarge, they are 
at least a viable, tangible alternative to corporate 








grocery stores. They are a here-and-now starting 


point for people to realize their own potential and 
pagin to take back their lives. 

Co-ops are basically set up so that they are 
run by the customers who are in turn the “mem- 
bers.” When you join a co-op you are generally 
expected to volunteer a certain number of hours 
each month in exchange for discounts or other 
benefits the co-op may offer. Some co-ops make 
you pay a membership fee to join as well. 
Membership policies vary between the different 
co-ops a great deal so it would be advisable to do 
some investigating of the different ones. 

Even if you do not join as a member, co-ops 
are still much cheaper than commercial “health 
food” stores and have a lot other stores don’t 
offer. 

The co-op in Minneapolis we most often go 
to is North Country on Riverside Avenue. Their 
prices are lower than others closer to our house 
and they have an excellent membership policy. If 
you've never been to a co-op grocery maybe it’s 
time to check it out—there may even be one in 
your neighborhood! -Troll

A punk primer in Self-motivation and Self-education by Criterion T. 


‘Well, we've all felt that p-rock groove andit's 
helped us get through high school, the night- 
mares of family life or whatever else the eighties 
happened to toss our way to chew up and spit out. 
Andhere we sit with a healthy dose of cynicism to- 
wards anything even remotely resembling educa- 
tion or study. It seems to me that my generation 
(the media-described “Blank Generation”) has 
forgotten how to concentrate. We've all been 
raised under the hypnotic drone of our TV's high- 
pitch squeal and any long attention span we may 
have had has been.devoured by half-hour sit-com 
reruns. It seems that the majority of people | hang 
out with were either so turned off by high school 
that the thought of a higher education makes ‘em 
cringe or, like myself, did some time in college 
only to drop out feeling frustrated, stupid and al- 
lenated. So, | figured I'd wiggle my fingers across 
some typewriter keys and propose some thoughts 
on higher education which I've found empower- 
ing, educational and down-right exciting (oh yeah, 
and cheap!). Despite the amount of knowledge 
lve accumulated while going through the rigor- 
ous, tedious, stressful college schedule, | still 
found my education to be very one-dimensional. 
After dropping out | caught the realization that | 
could read the same books | did in college while 
applying the knowledge to an everyday alterna- 
tive way of life away from the confines of a middle 
and upper class college environment. Don't get 
me wrong, a person can acquire an incredible 
amount of knowledge and experience from four 
years in college. It just seems to me that these 
same funky principles of enlightenment should be 
available to everyone and not just the select few 
who can concentrate in, what | consider, an 
oppressive college environment where such a 
large emphasis is placed on commodity and 
success. College, after all, is just another busi- 
ness where profits are measured and competition 
naturally arises. So here are a few ideas/ prin- 
ciples that I've come up with to acquire brains 
without dealing with institutions and while proba- 
bly dealing with the everyday shit (jobs, social life 
and all that jazz). Some of my points might seem 
very obvious and simple, but I feel it's important to 
be aware of everyday activities which often go 
overlooked. So, without furtheradieu, here goes... 

SCAM FROM COLLEGE. If you live in a 
town with a semi- large university it's really easy 
to sitinon classes without paying tuition. Just find 
a schedule of classes before the semester starts. 

Courses with mean large 






the teaching assistant that you're enrolled and 
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just want to sit in on the class. An enthusiastic 
personality goes a long way in college atmos- 
phere where usually half the class just wants to 
accumulate credits, geta degree and find a cushy 
job. Talk to a local college student and figure out 
the specific logistics. It also helps to look like a 
normal college student (ask Felix or Joel about 
that!), so dress down a tad. After you've taken a 
few classes write me and I'll send you a degree! 

SMASH YOURTV AND READ MORE. Don't 
tell me you're “not into reading.” Almost all of us 
have been brought up with brains attached to TV 
sets- of course we haven't learned to read prop- 
erly! By properly reading | mean reading longer 
texts, comprehending what we've read, reading 
text that not only entertains, but also stimulates 
some thought. So force yourself to read more and 
diversify the material you read; read every chance 
you get and don't stick to just science fiction, 
American writers, etc. 

FIND A TOPIC, ETC. TO CONCENTRATE 
ON STUDYING. This is a good technique for de- 
veloping your ability to acquire knowledge and 
use it effectively in your life. Pick a topic like, say, 
feminist history or cyberpunk culture, gather infor- 
mation pertaining to the subject and learn to tie 
the information together. Writing down the infor- 
mation you've gathered or talking with other people 
about the information gives you an opportunity to 
centralize and personalize what you've learned. 
Do a zine or form a punk rock reading group 
where everyone reads the same book and mel- 
lows out with some beer to discuss what they all 
got out of the book. Use your imagination - shit 
like this can be fun! 

LEARN TO LOVE YOURSELF. Yeah, you 
knew | was going to throw that hippy shit in here! 
But seriously, our generation of teens and “young 
adults” needs to learn to heal themselves. Learn- 
ing to love yourself and your body makes life’s 
little tragedies so much easier to deal with. 
Understand what goes into your body and how it 
affects you. Rediscover your sexuality. Don’t be 
afraid to come out as a queer! Learn to mastur- 
bate better. Talk about your emotions and feel- 
ings - something men, in particular, need to work 
on. Check out the books Bi Any Other Name, an 
anthology on bisexuality, and the new ReSearch 
book a series of incredible inter- 
views with radical feminist-oriented performance

hances our desire to learn other skills (such as n 

sewing and fighting techniques). Dance space is. 
analogous to our personal brain space. In both 
realms we must learn to expand our desires and 
letour creativity boogie. Get the new NATION OF 
ULLYSSES album and study it. Listen to Vaginal 
Creme Davis. 

TRAVEL MORE. Traveling totally decon- 
structs the time-space relationship we're used to. 
When you travel, you pass through more space in 
a shorter period of time and interact with more 
people and environments. I've found that the best 
way to utilize your travels is to travel light and as 
cheaply as possible. Don’t spend all of your time 
consuming - EXPLORE! Start a zine, establish 
some pen-pals and travel around meeting them. 
It's not that hard to do, butitcan be a damn fun and 
intriguing experience. 

CREATE AND WORK WITHIN YOUR COM- 
MUNITY. The community(-ies) we live in can be 
a great channel for growth. We must develop our 
abilities to interact and get along with each other 
(and not alienate and compete). If you already 
see yourself working to strengthen, say, the punk 
or skin community, try expanding your interac- 
tions with other communities you feel an affinity 
with (such as the queer community or your neigh- 
bors). Establish friendships with people unlike 
yourself. 

Hopefully 
this article will create some dialogue within the 
underground community. We must discover al- 
ternatives to the mainstream educational system,

give you our impressions of the few falafel | SHEHERIZADE 
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joints We've taste-tested around town. 


Jerusalem's 1518 Nicollet Ave. 


Price: $4.45 whole / $2.75 half 

A little pricey for an average-sized portion. 
We didn't get any extras with our falafel, although 
Troll did get two free soda crackers with his soup. 
The falafel patties were really good and crispy; 
however, it was accompanied with only leaf 
lettuce, cucumber, and tahini. Definitely deli- 
cious, but not out of this world. The service was 
above average; Troll’s coffee cup was never 
empty even though we were in there for an hour 
reading PE mail. This place gets bonus points for 
the fact that it serves beer. Granted, it’s $2.95 for 
a bottle of Heineken and the rest is corporate swill 
(so we didn't buy any), but any Middle Eastern 
resaurant that serves beer shows positive signs 
of cultural diversity, which is always a bonus in our 
book! The atmosphere was small and cozy with 
numerous tapestries and wallhangings, giving 
the appearance of a tent. There were even lots of 
waterpipes so you can pretend you're at a hash 
bar, just like in the movies. It was all pretty 
authentic, right down to the animal pelts tacked 
on the wall and the tiny bellydancing stage. 


New Horizons 1015 w. Lake st 


Price: $3.79 whole / $2.79 half 

Troll liked the atmosphere because lots of 
weirdos hang out there, but the music sucked 
(crappy 70s shit). Being a late-night joint, New 
Horizons tends to attract that sort of crowd. Joel 
didn’t really care for the atmosphere cos it looked 
too much like a wannabe Denny's, and no matter 
what they say in the fuckin’ East Bay, Denney’s 
sucks! The price is a bit steep for da punx at 
$3.79, but it could be worse. 

The taste is good — different, we sense a bit 
of mint spice in there — but once you get through 
the tahini on top, it was too dry and all you were 
left with was falafel and bread. There is also cu- 
cumber and purple lettuce, butagain, it's allon the 
top. -Still, this is a pretty damn good falafel, even 
if it usually doesn’t quite fill you up. . 

The service was fine. We gota pot of coffee 
on the table and the woman kept coming around 
and checking up on us, even though it did take a 





while to get our food. Extra double bonus points 
for the waitress being a punk. Yeah! (Dawn from 
SMUT works here, too.) 


Sheherizade 25th st. and Nicollet 
Price: $3.50 - $4.00 

Try pronouncing the name of this place! We 
checked out this place at 11:30, in the midst of the 
intense PISSED recording session. No, we didn't 
sign any autographs. The atmosphere was like 


-being inside a tropical bamboo hut, although we 


must confess we didn't know bamboo was a 
common building material in the Middle East. 
Still, it was cool, except for the cockroach walking 
on the wall behind joel's head! 

The portions were okay. Probably the most 
average falafel we've ever seen. The average 
amount of falafel, the average amount of fixings, 
you know. It was adequate, though at the time we 
were so hungry it looked like god. The taste was 
pretty adequate, too, nothing special. We're 
pretty sure they used yogurt instead of tahini for 
the sauce, so that's a big non-vegan negative 
there. If you go there, ask for tahini instead of 
yogurt. 

Lastly, the service was, like the rest of the 
joint, adequate. Troll thought the workers were 
giving us the evil eye the whole time we were 
there. 


The Cairo Cafe 704 Hennepin Ave. 
Price: $3.25 

Now we have come to the godhead of all 
falafel joints. The Cairo Cafe, along with its 
related restaurant the Java, serve far and away 
the best falafel we've eaten in the Twin Cities. 
They use fava beans instead of garbanzos for the 
falafel patty, making for a unique taste and a 
softer texture. Also, the falafels at the Cairo are 
Spicedjust right. Some other falafel joints scarcely 
Spice their sandwiches at all, but at the Cairo they 
do it up right. Further, you can add fried vege- 
tables — eggplant, zucchini, potato, and/or cau- 
liflower to your sandwich at no extra cost. 

Speaking of cost, the falafels here are not 
only the best tasting, they're the cheapest, too. 
We come here again and again. As for the 






atmosphere, the Cairo is in downtown Minneapo- 
lis, so there's usually something happening in 
there. Also, places in which the entire family who 
run the restaurant are huddled in a table in the 
back corner ad that extra touch of ambiance. The 
only bummer was the time we ate there during the 
World Series and they had a fucking massive 


console TV propped up ona table blaring full blast 
— give us bad canned Middle Eastern muzak any 


day over that shit! 


Cairo Cafe also serves up a nice sized 


falafel, the biggest in town. Their service is great 
too: laid back and mellow but really decent and 
helpful. They know us now, too, so that probably 


helps. Overall, folks, this is the place to eat a 


falafel, so check it out. 


The Java 2801 Nicollet Ave. 
Price: $3.25 

As far as the falafel sandwich itself goes, the 
Java serves up the same thing as the Cairo, so it's 
equally delectable. The only thing that makes it 
less appealing is the atmosphere: it's always 


totally empty, like someone died recently. If you yl 
want a quiet (not even muzak, usually), dead 
calm place to sit and ponder life, come here. Cool: 


shit all over the walls, though. 

Service-wise, they kind of sit you down and 
leave you alone, abandoned in the quietness and 
solitude of the joint, so it seems like they come 
around less often than they probably really do. 
Still, it's good, and if you're in South Mpls and 
can't get downtown, this is the place to go. 


Sahari 18th St. and Nicollet Ave.
